*  dom  J  but  the  fame  Projectors  who  had  fo  en- 

*  thralled  England,  muft  contrive  alfo  to  reduce 

*  Ireland,  and  conform  Scotland ,  that  fo  the  ming- 
'  ling  of  Neighbour  Tears  might,  by  Sympathy, 

*  increafe  each  others  Woe. 

'  Scotland  was  to  be  the  firft  Scene ;  where  a 

*  new  Liturgy,  with  new  Canons,  are  to  make 
'  the  Prologue  to  the  following  Aft. 

*  This  not  fucceeding  as  was  hoped,  an  Army 
^  muft  be  raifed  to  force  Compliance ;  but,  by  the

*  It  was  then  thought  neceffary  by  the  King  to

*  any  Hope  we  would  comply  with  him  againft  the 

*  Scots,  and  give  Afilftance  to  that  War. 

'  But  he  quickly  found  it  vain  to  hope  to  be  fup-

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1.'  gan  to  confiiier  how  we  came  Xf>  be  a^tn  invol 
ved  in  ^  new  War,  notwithftanding  the  late 
Pactficn^tion,  wc  faw  it  impoflTible  to  quaJli  tIio(e 
pernicious  Councils  at  the  jTrefcnt,  or  to  prevent 
them  Tor  the  future^  without  queftioning  their 
Authors.  At  this  the  King  difcovcreU  himfelf 
fo  itrcngly  and  paiKonately  affedted  to  fucK  ma- 
lignant CovJiifcllors,  and  their  Counfcls,  that  he 
would  fooner  deftrt  or  force  hi5  Parliament  and 
Kingdom,  than  aitcr  his  Courfc,  and  deliver  up 
his  wicked  Counfellors  to  Law  and  Juftice. 
'  By  this  Time  the  Queen's  pious  Deftgn  (as 
they  termed  it)  to  advance  Popery  was  almoft 
ready  for  the  Birth,  being  helped  much  bv  aPo- 
pilh  Faft,  enjoined  weekly  by  the  Pope's  Nuncioj 
and  by  Letters  from  Secretary  lVind€hank^  who 
durft  not  abide  Examination  \  but,  after  he  was 
quefttoned  by  the  Houfe  of  Commons^  got  a  Pafs 
from  the  King  to  go  beyond  Sea. 

*  What  was  done  abroad  will  hereafter  appear ji 
although  the  King  made  light  of  all  our  Intelli- 
gence from  foreign  Parts,  yet  he  could  not  fo 
well  avoid  or  deny  the  Commiffions  given  at 
Court  to  Fopifh  Agents  for  private  Levies ;  or 
that  the  Papifts  began  to  rife  and  arm  themfelves 
In  the  North  Weft  of  England  and  IFates^  till 
they  were  fupprefl'cd  ;  or  that  there  were  Regi- 
ments raifing  and  lifting  in  London,  and  Parts 
adjoining,  under  Pretence  of  Soldiers  for  Portu- 
gal \  cr  that  fome  of  thcfe  came  to  feize  and  pof- 
fefs  themfelves  of  the  Tnuer,  and  the  Lieutenant 
threatened  for  refuting  them  ;  all  which  he  knew 
might  be  fufficiemly  proved. 

*  To  the  like  pious  Deftgn  wc  may  refer  the 
great  Cabal  for  brindng  up  the  Northern  Army 
to  over-awe  the  Parliament,  which  the  King  did 
fo  often  and  fokmnly  difavow,  as  nothinn;  but 
loofe  Difcourfes  of  a  niodeft  Petition,  whicli  alfo 

*  vanithed  two  or  three  Months,  he  faith,  before 
^  we  knew  it. 

'  But  he  now  knoweth  wc  can  prove  the  chief 
-•  part  of  that  Cabal  came  from  himltlf  to  the  main 
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*  A£tor» ;  and  that  ibme  of  them  didi  dilTuade  him  aa.  «j.  Car.!, 


*  from  his  Way^  becaufe  it  was  (o  fliarp  and  high,

'  yet  iheir  Proportions,  which  were  the  lowci  Way, 

*  were  much  above  the  Sizi;  of  Fetitioni,  2s  they

*  Bwiughbridgej  and  Pfopolitions  made,  with  pri- 

*  vate  Inftraftions  brought  from  the  King*  hy  fome 

*  that  told  them  they  were  unwjie  m  ?bew  their 
'  'J'eeth,  except  they  would  bite;    and  that  the 

*  King  would  pawn  his  Jewels  for  them,  woutd 

*  they  be  faithful  to  him ;  and  if  thcv  marched  for-

*  pifts,  with  blank  Sheets,  both  of  Parchment  and 

*  Paper,  figned  with  his  Sign  Manual,  which  were 

*  employed  by  him  for  difpofmg  great  Commands 

*  by  Land  and  Sea. 

'  It  is  well  known  what  Letters  the  King  fcnt  into 

*  Ireland  by  the  hard  DUkn^  immediately  before 

*  the  Rebellion  i  and  where  the  Great  Seal  of  Sect- 

*  land  was,  and  in  whofe  Hands,  when  that  Com- 

*  miffion  was  fealed  at  Edinburgh  to  the  Irifi}  Re- 
'  beJs,  who  difpcrfed  Copies  thereof  in /r^f /a W,  with 
»  Letters  or  Prodam^nons  j  and  we  have  a  Copy 

*  thereof,  attefted  by  Oath,  with  Depofitions  alfo 

*  of  thofe  who  have  ieen  it  under  the  Seal  ;  Which 

*  CommiiTion  wa^  promifed  (as  fome  of  the  chiefefl: 
'  Rebels  conicfTed)  to  the  Jrijh  Committee  at  Lsn- 

*  donjQv  the  molt  PartP;ipiJli,  (which  was  thought 

*  a  good  Omen)   and  iince  moft  atStive  Rebels  ; 

*  upon  whofe  private  Mediations  the  King  gave 
'  away  more  than  live  Counties  j  faying,  That  he 

*  exptSfed  ibey  Jbmld  rccomptnct   hun  Jome    other. 

*  ^ayi  and,  that  he  WQuld  willingly  grant  all  their 

*  Dejires^  but  he  was  opprejied  by  the  Parliament  in 
'  England,  of  wham  hi  wjbed  that  he  cmld  be  re- 
*■  venged^ 

*  It 
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*  It  hath  formerly  been  declared,  how  we  de- An.  13.  Car.i. 

*  fired  and  preffed  the  King  to  dilband  that  IriPi        '*47« 

'  Popifh  Army,  which  (as  was  cleared  at  the  Earl    *    T'   '."' 

*  of  Strafford's  Trial)  was  raifed  to  reduce  the 

*  Kingdoms  :  But  fbmetimes  he  would  give  no 

*  Anfwer  at  all ;  and  fometimes  did  plainly  tell  us^ 

*  He  could  not  dijband  it,  for  Reafom  beft  known  /» 

*  himfelf.  Sometimes  the  Scots  muft  firft  difband; 
'  and  then  there  was  a  new  Pretence  of  divers 

*  Regiments  promifed  to  Spain ;  for  which  the 

*  King   was   engaged,   and  could  not  go  back. 

*  Which  we  now  wonder  not  at ;  for  by  the  Con- 

*  feffion  of  Macarte  and  Macgttire,  \wth  others,  it 
'  is  clear,  that  this  Pretence  of  Men  for  the  King 

*  oi  Spain's  Service,  was  but  a  Colour  to  keep  (bme 
'  in  Arms  for  a  Foundation  of  that  Rebellion  ;  and 

*  that  fome  of  the  Committee  coming  from  London^ 
'  contrived  this  Plot  for  Defence  of  the  King,  who 
*■  was  then,  they  faid,  fo  much  injured  in  England 
*■  and  Scotland. 

'  And  the  firft  Claufe  of  that  Oath  enjoined  by 

*  the  General  Council  of  Rebels  was,  7i  hear  true 

*  Faith  and  Allegiance  to  King  Charles,  and  by  all 

*  Means  to  maintain  his  Royal  Prerogative  againji 

*  the  Puritans  in  the  Parliament  ^England. 

*  And  altho'  we  declared  to  the  King,  That 

*  they  ftyled  themfelves  the  King's  or  Queen's 

*  Army,  yet  we  could  not  obtain  a  Proclamation 
'  againft  them  in  divers  Months ;  and  then  alio 

*  but  forty  Copies  might  be  printed,  and  exprefs 

*  Order  given.  That  none  fhould  be  publifhed  till 
'  his  further  Directions,  as  appeareth  under  his 

*  own  Secretary's  Hand. 

*  Which  might  very  well  ftand  with  the  Letters 

*  from  Court  to  the  Lord  Mujkerry^  a  great  Rebel 
'  in  Munjier,  who  was  afTured  his  Majefty  was 
*■  well  pleafed  with  what  he  did,  and  would  in 

*  Time  give  him  Thanks  for  it,  altho%  for  the 
'  prefent,  it  did  not  then  ftand  with  the  Convenience 

*  of  the  King's  Affairs  to  give  him  public  Counte- 

*  nance :  and  this  was  afterwards  made  good  by 

*  the  King,  who,  in  one  of  the  Letters  taken  at

*  How  alfo  the  King  rcfufcd  a  Commlflion,  of- 
*.  ten  alked  by  both  Houfes,    for  the  Lord  BroQke 

*  and  the  Lord  JVbarton ;  when,  at  fcveral  Times, 
'  there  were  large  Provifions  made  for  Relief  of 
'  Munjiir^  and  other  Parts  fo  much  diftrefledj  that 

*  Limerick  was  wholly  loft. 

*  But  when  the  Rebels  wanted  Commanders  at 

*  their  very  Beg'mningj  we  have  long  fince  named 

*  divers  Papifts  and  Pcrfons  of  Quality  that,   by 

*  the  King's  fpecial  Warrants,  after  the  Port's 
'  were  lliut  by  both  Houfes  of  Pyrliamcntj  pafled

*  Let  the  World  now  judge  how  much  Reafon 

*  we  had  to  believe  the  Rebels,  when  they  did  fo 
'  often  fwear  they  did  nothing  without  good  Au- 

*  thority  and  CommiiBon  from  the  King  ;  fo  that 
'  Sir  Phelim  O^Neai  would  not  be  perfuaded  Ge- 

*  neral 
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•neral  Le/ey  had  any  Authority  from  the  King  An.  13.  Car,  i» 

«  againft  the  Rebels.  '  '^Vl, 

*  Divers  Months  alfo  before  it  began,  there  was    ^^^^^^^J^JJt 

*  Information  given,  upon  Oath,  to  tJte  Archbifljop 

*  and  others  of  the  King's  Council,  Thiat  there 
'  was  a  great  Defign  among  the  Papifts  for  a  ge- 
'  neral  Maflacre  of  all  the  Proteitants  in  Jreland 
'  and  England  alfo,  and  that  a  great  Royal  Perfon 

*  had  a  Hand  in  it ;  but  it  was  to  be  managed  by 

*  Diredilon  from  the  Pope. 

*  And  befides  the  King's  Letters  to  the  Pope, 

*  when  he  was  in  Spain^  and  others,  long  fince  his 
'  Return,  on  the  Behalf  of  the  Duke  of  Lmra'tn^ 

*  (which  muft  be  requited  by  the  faid  Duke  with 

*  a  foreign  Army   to  invade  England  upon  the 

*  King's  Defign)  it  is  cleai*  that  fonie  Months  be- 
'  fore  the  Irijb  Rebellion^  the  King  had  an  Agcn± 

*  in  Rtfme,  as  by  divers  of  his  own  Secretary's  Pa-

*  And  that  tbe  fame  Defigns  were  laid  for  Eng-'

*  vantj,  attefted  upon  Oath,  that  there  were  many 

*  thoufands  appointed  to  cuttheProteftants  Throats 

*  in  this  Kingdom  alfo,  when  the  King  went  to 

*  Scotland^  yet  we  may  remember  it  was  confcffed 

*  by  fome  of  the  principal  Rebels,   That  their  Po- 

*  pifli  Committee  here  with  the  King  had  com- 
'  municated  that  Defign  to  many  Papifts  in  Eng- 

*  land.)  by  whofe  Advice,  though  fome  Things 
'  were  altered,  yet  it  was  generally  concluded  that, 

*  about  the  fame  Time,  there  fiiould  be  the  like 
'  Proceedings  ofthp  Papifts  here;  infomuch  that 

*  when  Char Isi-Af aunt  was  feized  in  Ireland^  Sir 

*  Phelhn  O'Neal  and  other  great  Rebels  did,  with

'  fetzed  at  Londcn^  and  the  Archbiftiop  releafed  by 

*  their  Party  here  ;  where,  they  fatd,  there  was  as 

*  much  Bloc»d  running  as  in  Irdand. 

'  And  it  is  very  well  known  that,  upon  the 

*  King's  Return  from  Scatland^  bcfides  the  unufual 

*  Preparations  of  Ammunitiojj  and  Arms,  with 
VoL.XVIJ.  B  'new 


*  and  taken  in  Papills  Houlcs,  the  Tvwer  was  alfo 

*  filled  with  new  Guards,  many  Cannoneers,  Gra- 

*  nadoes,  and  all  Sorts  of  Fire-works,  Mortars » 

*  with  great  Pieces  of  Battery,  ready  prepared  and ' 

*  mounted  againft  the  City  :  Sir  IVtUiam  Balfour^ 

*  who  was  formerly  threatened  for  refufing  the  new 

*  Guards  while  the  Karl  of  Strafford  lived,   was 

*  now  difplacedj  and  fuch  Ofiicers  jilaced  by  the 

*  King,  as  were  not  only  fufpected  by  us,  but 

*  the  whole  City,  who  tlurft  not  abide  in  their 

*  own  Houfes,  as  by  their  fevcral  Petitions  is  ma- 

*  nifeft. 

'  From  this  Time  the  Track  of  open  Force  a- 

*  gainfl  this  Parhameut  and  Kingdom  did  appear 

*  more  vifiblc. 

*  The  Charge  of  Treafon  againft  fome  of  both 

*  Houfes,  and  that  unparalleled  Ai5t  of  Violence, 
'  by  the  King's  coming  fo  attended  to  the  Houfeof 
'  Commons,  after  he  had  difcharged  our  Guards, 
'  denying  us  any  but  what  might  rcftrain  or  over- 

*  awe  us,  was  but  the  Prologue  to  a  bloody  Tra- 
'  gedy,   had   not   the  Parliament   and   the   good 

*  Affe£lions  of  the  City  interrupted  that  Deiign, 
'  and  caufed  the  King's  new  Guards  (already  lifted 

*  and  moulded  under  Colonels  and  other  Officers) 

*  to  withdraw  a  little  to  another  Scene. 

'  Neither  v/ould  the  Country  more  comply  with 

*  thefe  Defigns,  altho'  they  were  attempted  with 

*  unufuai  Arguments  of  armed  Troops  in  warlike 
'  Manner  to  compel  them  ;  which  fticceeded  yet 
'  fo  ill,  that  the  Lord  Digb^  durfl:  not  abide  the

*  What  his  Errand   was  beyond  Sea  we  may 

*  well  conclude  from  the  Lift  of  Arms  and  Am-

*  ed  with  his  own  Letters  to  the  Queen  at  her 

*  ftrft-  landing  in  Holland,

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*  What  Advice  he  gave  for  the  King's  retiring  An,  ij.  Cat,  I. 


*  to  fome  fafe  Place,  and  declare  himfclf ;  and 

*  how  the  King  followed  it,  is  known  well  enough. 

*  But  before  the  King's  fettling  at  Tarkj  the 

*  Notice  we  had  of  his  Commiflions  to  the  Earl  of 
'  Ne'wsajile  and  Col.  Legg^  for  attempting  New- 
*■  cajih  and  /fa//,  may  jujftly  occafjon  us  to  pro- 
'  vide  for  their  Security  j  efpecially  when  we 
'  had  certain  Intelligence  from  the  Low  Csuntrtet 

*  of  foreign  Forces  from  Denmnrk  to  come  in  a- 

*  bout  Hull  \  whither  alfo  came  with  the  Lord 

*  Digby  divers  Commanders,  with  much  Ammu- 
'  nition  and  Arms  from  other  fprctgn  Parts. 

*  And  had  not  the  Swedes  at  that  Time  invaded 

*  Part  of  the  King  of  Denmark's  Dominions,  we 

*  had  had  Reafon  enough  to  expeiSi  a  Storm  that 
'  Way  to  have  fallen  ahb  on  Hull^  where  was  then 

*  a  great  Magazine  :  And  before  we  ever  afked  the 

*  King  to  remove  it,  we  reprefented  to  him»  that, 

*  befides  all  other  Intelligence  of  foreign  Negotia- 

*  tions,  we  had  good  Notice  of  a  Fleet  preparing 

*  in  Denmark  ;  and  that  one  of  Lord  Digb/s  Ser- 

*  vants  had  foJicited  a  Mariner,  or  Pilot,  to  con- 

*  duifl  it  into  Hul/. 

*  And,  before  that  Time,  the  King  had  difpatch- 

*  ed  an  Agent  into  D  en  mar  it  ^  with  Letters  of  Cre- 

*  dit,  complaining  againfl:  the  Parliament  as  unjull- 

*  ly  fix'd  on  the  Deftruftton  of  one  Man  (the  Earl 

*  of  Stra^ord,  then  living)  j  but  he  was  refolvcd  to* 

*  take  another  Courfe,  and  therefore  defired  Aid, 
'  And  there  came  fuch  an  Anfwer,  that,  among 

*  large  Offers  made  to  the  Scots  before  the  King's

'  And,  by  an  intercepted  Letter  from  the  Hc^ueio

L*  have  fruftratcd  all  their  Expedlations  from  thence.

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*  produce  a  Letter  of  the  20th  of  June^  164a,  uti- 
*"  der  his  own  Hand,  to  Sir  John  Heydon^  Lleutc-

*  Ball  aft  of  Ships  ;  and  requsred  Subfcripttona  for 

*  Plate,  Horfes,  and  Arms ;  and  had  alio  raifed

*  before  the  Voyage  to  Holland,  Ihe  was  going  be* 
'  yond  Sea,  had  not  our  Motions  to  the  King  ftaid 

*  herj  and  that,  ^among  other  Reafons  given,  be- 
*■  caufe  we  then  alfo  heard  fhe  had  pack'd  up  the 

*  Crown  Jewels  and  Plate  j  by  which  we  might  fee 

*  what  was  then  alfo  intended  by  that  Journey, 

*  had  we  not  prevented  it  till  the  Winter. 

'  But  at  Boroughbridge,  before  the  Earl  of  Straf-

*  Confcience  to  his  Will  and  Tyranny. 

*  And  for  calling  in  of  foreign  Forces,  befides 

*  that  which  we  have  faid  already,  it  is  very  well 

*  known,  by  his  own  Letters  taken  at  N^tfeby,  and 
'  the  Lord  Digh's  Cabinet,  what  Negotiations  he 
'  hath  long  had  in  all  States  round  about  us. 

'  We  have  alfo  remaining  with  us  an  authentic 

*  Copy  of  his  Commifllon  for  calling  over  io>000 
'  of  the  Irifj  Rebels  to  fubduc  this  Parliament,  the 

'  dif- 
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■  difloyal  and  rebellious  City  of  Ltindm^  as  he 

*  leth  it;  and  for  this  Purpofe,  exprefly  an^ainft  an 

*  Adt  of  Parliament,  he  made  a  Pacihcation  fir  ft, 
'  and  fince  a  Peace,  with  tliofe  moft  cruel  bloody 

*  Rebels,  on  fuch  odious,  ihameful,  and  unwor- 

*  thy  Conditions,  that  hinifelf  blufhcd  to  own  or 

*  impart  them  to  his  own  Lieutenant  the  Karl  of 

*  Ormond  i  but  a  private  CommiiBon  was  made  to 
'  the  Lord  H^rhtrty  called  Earl  of  Glamorgan, 

*  commanding  him  to  manage  it  with  all  poiEbie 

*  Secrcfy. 

*  And  for  letting;  us  fee  this  fecret  Comroiilion, 

*  which  was  taken  at  Sliga^  the  laid  Lord  did  en^ 

*  dure  a  fpecious  Confinement. 

*  Neither  do  we»  by  this  Ttme,  wonder  he 

*  fliould  forget  his  Vows  and  ProteftationSj  Tl}dt 
'  he  would  never  csnjenty  upon  •whmfoever  Pretence y 

*  to  a  Tdiraihn  sf  the  Pspijh  Profi^tQn,  er  Abs- 

*  litionofibe  LtJws  then  in  Force  againjl  Recufanti^ 

*  with  moft  folemn  Lnprccations,  that  God  mould 

*  fo  deal  with  him  and  hh^  ai  he  continued  in  Juch 

*  ProftjJism,i  and  InviQlably  kept  thcfe  Pr^tefiations  ; 

*  jjotwithftanding,  about  the  very  fame  Time,  it 

*  appears,  by  Letters  under  his  own  Hand  to  the 
'  Queen  and  the  Earl  of  Ormmdy  that  he  would 

*  confent  to  the  taking  away  all  Penal  Laws  again  ft 

*  Papifts  both  in  Enghnd  and  Ireland. 

'  And  alfo  we  had  fufficient  Notice  and  Proofs 

*  of  moft  of  thefe  Things  before,  notwithftaiiding 

*  all  his  Breach  of  Truft  with  the  Proteftants  in 

*  France,  Scotland,  Ireland^  and   this  Kingdom  ; 

*  which,  befides  all  other  Oppreflions  by  unjuft 

*  Prerogative,  he  hath   fo  often  endeavoured  to 
'  en  Have  by  Gertnan,  Spanijh,  Fremhy  Lorrain, 

Irijh^  Danijh,  and  other  foreign  Forces,  yet  (o 
really  we  fought  his  own,  as  well  as  the  King- 
dom'%  Peace  and  Happiaefs,  that,  after  fo  many 
Denials,  we  made  this  laft  Application^  fo  juffc 
and  honourable,  that  we  cannot  but  now  con- 
clude he  hath  wholly  forgotten,  not  only  his 

*  Duty  to  the  Kingdom,  but  alfo  the  Care  and 
'  Hefpeit  he  owes  ta  himfelf  and  his  own  Family, 

'  Thcil* 
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'  why  we  cannot  repoic  any  more  Try  ft  in  him, 
'  and  have  made  thofe  former  Refolutions  ;  yet 
'  we  (hall  uie  our  utmoft  Endeavours  to  fettle  the 

*  prefent  Government,  as  may  beft  Hand  with  the 

*  Peace  and  Happinefs  of  this  Kingdom. 

Lord  Ciarsv don  wrlies*,  *  That  this  Declaration 
found  much  Oppofition  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons, 
in  refpe£l  of  the  parflcular  Reproaches  they  had 
now  caft  upon  the  Perfou  of  the  King,  which  they 
had  heretofore,  in  their  own-publithed  Declara- 
tions to  the  People,  charged  upon  the  evil  Coun- 
fellors  and  Perfons  about  him ;  and  fome  Perfons 
had  been  fentcriced  and  condemned  for  thofe  very- 
Crimes  which  they  now  accufed  his  Majefty  of. 
But  there  was  much  more  Exception  to  their  Con- 
dufion  from  thofe  Premifes,  that  therefore  they 
would  addrefs  themfelves  no  more  to  him;  and  f^hn 
Maynard^  a  Member  of  the  Houfe,  and  a  Lawyer 
of  great  Emineivce,  who  had  too  much  complied 
and  concurred  with  their  irregular  and  unjuft  Pro- 
ceedings, after  he  had  with  great  Vehemence  op- 
pofcd  and  contradicted  the  moft  odious  Parts  of 
their  Declaration,  told  them  plainly,  *  That  by 

*  this  Rcfolution  of  making  no  moic  Addrcfles  to 

*  the  King,  they  did,  as  far  as  in  them  lay,  dif- 
'  folvc  the  Parliament ;  and  that,  from  the  Time 

*  of  that  Determination,  he  knew  not  with  what 

*  Security,  in  point  of  Law,  they  could  meet  to- 

*  gether,  or  any  Man  join  with  them  in  their  Coun- 

*  lels ;  That  it  was  of  the  Eflence  of  Parhament 
'  that  they  fhould,  upon  all  Occaftons,  repair  to 

*  the  King;  and  that  his  Majefty's  Refufal  at  any 

*  Time  to  receive  their  Petitions,  or  to  admit  their 

*  Addrefles,    had  been  always  held  the  higheft 
'  Breach  of  their  Privilege,  bccaufe  it  tended  to 

*  their  Diffolution  without  diflols'ing  them  i  and 

*  therefore  if  they  fhould  now,  on  their  Parts,  de- 

*  termine  that  they  would  receive  no  more  Meflages 
'  iiom  him,  which  was  likewife  a  Part  of  their  De- 

^  ckratioD, 

fl  lii/hyy^  Vol.  V.  Oil  eve  £dit.  p.  94. 
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*  claration,  nor  make  any  more  Addrefs  to  him.  An.  23.  Car.  L 
'  they  did,  upon  the  Matter,  declare  that  they  ^^47. 
'  were  no  longer  a  Parliament;  and  then,  how  ' — "^y"^ 
'  could  the  People  look  upon  them  as  fuch  ?'  This  e-ru«^y« 
Argumentation  being  boldly  prefled  by  a  Man  of 
that  Learning  and  Authority,  who  had  very  feldom 
not  been  believed,  made  a  great  Impreffion  upon 
all  Men  who  had  not  prolHtuted  themfelves  to 
Cromwell  and  his  Party.  But  the  other  Side  meant 
not  to  maintain  their  Refolution  by  Difcourfcs, 
well  knowing  where  their  Strength  lay ;  and  fo 
ftill  called  for  the  Queftion,  which  was  carried  by 
a  Plurality  of  Voices,  as  they  forefaw  it  would  ; 
very  many  Perfons  who  abhorred  the  Determina- 
tion not  having  Courage  to  provoke  the  powerful 
Men  by  owning  their  Diffent  j  others  iatisfying 
themfelves  with  the  Refolution  to  withdraw  thcm- 
felves,  and  to  bear  no  farther  Part  in  their  Counfels ; 
which  Maynard  himfelf  did,  and  came  no  more  to 
the  Houfe  in  very  many  Months,  nor  till  there 
fecmed  to  be  fuch  an  Alteration  in  the  Minds  of 
Men,  that  there  would  be  a  Reverfal  of  that  mon- 
ftrous  Determination  j  and  many  others  did  the 
fame/ 

His  Lordfhip  adds,  *  That  when  this  De- 
claration was  fent  up  to  the  Houfe  of  Peers  for 
their  Concurrence,  the  fame  was  given  with  as 
little  Formality  as  poffible.' — But  this  Aflertion  is 
a  Miftake,  for  it  was  printed  by  an  Order  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  only,  as  before  obferved ;  and 
it  does  not  appear,  by  ti\it\x  Journals,  that  the  Con- 
currence of  the  Lords  was  either  afk'd  or  given. 

His  Lordfhip  proceeds  to  inform  us,  *  That  the 
publifhing  this  Declaration  wrought  very  different 
Effe<a:s  in  the  Minds  of  the  People,  from  what  they 
expected  it  would  produce  ;  and  it  appeared  to  be 
fo  publickly  detefted,  that  many  who  had  ferved 
the  Parliament  in  feveral  unwarrantable  Employ- 
ments and  Commiffions,  from  the  Beginning  of 
the  War,  in  the  City  and  in  the  Country,  with- 
drew themfelves  from  the  Service  of  the  Parlia"- 
ment,  and  much  inveighed  agaiiiit  it  for  declining 

all 
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ln.%1.  Car.!,  all  tbc  Principles  upon  which  they  had  engaged 
'^''*  them.  Many  private  Perfons  took  upon  them  to 
publtib  Anfwcrs  to  that  Declaration,  that,  the 
King  himfeJf  bein^  under  fo  firict  a  Reftraint  that 
he  could  make  no  Anfwer,  the  People  might  not 
be  poifoned  with  the  Belief  of  it.  And  the  feveral 
Anfwcrs  of  this  Fvind  wrought  very  much  upon  the 
Feoptc,  who  opened  their  Mouths  very  loud  againft 
the  Parliament  and  the  Armyj  and  the  Clamour 
was  incrcafed  by  thrilncreafc  of  Taxes  aiidlmpo- 
fitions,  whicli  were  raifed  by  new  Ordinances  of 

Parhament  upon  the  Kingdom." In  our  own 

CoUidfhns  we  meet  with  feveral  of  ihefe  AnAvcrs, 
which  flaews  the  great  Courage  and  Rcfolution  of 
the  Authors  of  them  ;  efpecially  when  it  is  re- 
membered. That  at  this  Time  the  Prefs  was  un- 
der the  fcvereft  Reftraint;  that  a  Committee  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  for  fuppreiJing  fcandalous  and 
unlicenfcd  Pamphlets,  were  appointed  to  meet 
daily  to  take  fpecial  Care  to  prevent  the  Publi- 
cation of  any  fuch  j  and  a  Sum  of  Money  ordered 
to  be  paid  to  Informers  againll  unlicenfed  Prefles. 

All  thefe  Anfwers  of  private  Perfons  we  pafs 

over : But  the  following  Declaration  of  the 

King,  occafioned  by  the  Votes  againft  any  further 
Addrefs  to  him,  printed  at  this  very  Time,  and 
faJd,  in  the  Title-Page  thereof,  to  be  publifhed  by 
his  Majefty's  fpecia^  Command ;  with  an  Anfwer 
to  the  foregoing  Declaration  of  the  Commons, 
publifhed  by  his  Appointment,  are  of  fuch  Au- 
thority 2,s  to  demand  a  Place  in  thefe  Enquiries^ 
and  this  the  rather,  as  no  doubt  the  Impartial 
Reader  would  bedefirous  of  feeing  what  Anfwer 
could  be  made  to  fo  high  a  Charge  agatnfl  the 
King.  The  Names  of  the  Printers  are  not  af- 
fixed to  cither  of  thefe,  nor  is  it  to  be  expected  any 
would  dare  to  own  them  at  a  Crifis  when  it  was  de- 
clared High  Treafon  to  hold  any  Correfpondence 
with  his  Majefty  without  Leave  of  the  Parliament; 
but,  by  feveral  Typographical  Circumllances,  they

*  Foot  when  there  is  none  to  oppofe  ?  Is  it  he  that 
'  will  not  lay  down  Kxcife*  Taxations,  and  free 

*  Quarterins;s  \  But  it  is  he,  indeed,  who  was  fo 
'  far  from  f*ower,  even  at  that  Time,  being  far 
'  worfe  fmce,  that  in  moft  Things  he  wanted  the 
'  Liberty  of  any  free-born  Man  :  It  is  be  who  ne- 

*  ver  refufe^  to  eafe  his  People  of  their  Grievances  j 
'  witnefs  more  Acts  of  Grace  paffed  in  his  Reign 
'  than,  to  fpeak  within  my  Compafs,  in  any  five

'  own  Time,  he  hath  left  himlelf  little  more  than 

*  the  Title  of  a  Kins:^  as  it  plainly  appears  by  hia 

*  MeiTage  from  the  tfle  of  ^Vighty  concerning  the 
'  Militia,  and  choofmg  the  Officers  of  State  and 

*  Privy  Courtfellors,  befides  other  Points  of  Com- 
'  plianccj  which  it  is  needkfs  here  to  meittion. 

*  Good  God !  Are  thefe  Offers  unfit  for  them  to 

*  receive  I  Have  they  tendered  fuch  Propofitions 

*  that  might  occafion  the  World  to  judge  that  they 

*  have  yielded  up  not  only  their  Wills  aad  Affec- 

*  tions,  but  their  Reafons  alfo  and  Judgments,  for 

*  obtaining  a  true  Peace  or  good  Accommodation? 

*  It  is  true  that,  if  they  can  fliew  what  reafonably 

*  they  could  have  alked  more,  or  wherein  the  King's 

*  Offers  were  deficient,  either  in  point  of  Security,

*  all  the  Farliaments  in  the  World  make  a  Thing 

*  juft  or  neceflary,  if  it  be  not  (o  of  itfelf;  And 

*  can  it  be  imagined  that  any,  who  were  ever  ac- 
'  quainted  with  the  Paffages  at  the  Treaties  of 

*  Oxford  and  Uxbridgey  will  believe,  though  it  be 

*  faid,  That  the  Prspsftthns  tendered  at  Newcaftle 

*  were  the  fame^  in  Effeii^  whidj  had  been  pre- 
*■  Jmted  to  the  King  before,  in  the  Midji  sf  ail  his 

*  Strength  and  Farces?    Indeed,  methinks,  fuch 

*  grofii  Slips  as  thefe  ihould,  at  leaff,  make  a  Man 
'  be  wary  how  to  believe  fuch  Things,  for  which 

*  he  fees  no  Proofs;  and  yet  itihould  feem  that 
<  a  Man  muft  either  take  their  Words  for  good 

*  Paymei»t,  or   remain   unfatistied  ;    for,  a  Tittle 

*  after,  it  is  faid.  Thai  the  King'i  ftrange^  unt-x- 
'  peiied^  and  conditimal  Jnjwers  sr  Dtniah  might 
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jujlly  have  made  them  conJiJei-  jhne  other  Caurfe 
for  fettling  the  Kifjreisfm  in  Feaa  and  Safety, 
without  any  farther  Application^  but  never  fhewji 
wherein  the  Strangends  of  his  Anfwers  or  De- 
nials confifts :  And  1  ftiould  think  tliat  thofe  Rea- 
fons  upon  which  the  laying  by  of  a  King's  Au- 
thopty  is  grounded,  for  it  is  no  lefs,  ought  to  be 
particularly  mentioned  far  the  World's  Satisfac- 
tion j  and  not  involved  in  general  big  Words  : 
For  it  thereby  feems,  that  it  is  their  Force  of 
Arms,  jnore  than  that  of  Reafon,  which  they 
trult  to  for  procuring  of  Obedience  to  their  De- 
terminations, or  Belief  to  what  they  fay  J  other- 
wife  can  it  be  imagined  that  their  faying,  ^hat 
their  lajl  Prupojitmns  wen  fo  qualified  that^  where 
it  might  Jiand  zvith  the  Puhiic  Safety,  the  ivonted 
Scruples  and  Obje^isvs  laere  prevented  or  rertmvcd^ 
can  give  Satisfa^ion  to  ajiy  rational  Man  who 
hath  ic^n  all  their  former  Propoftcions  ^  for  it  is 
mort  evident  that  their  Demands  have  always  in- 
creafed  with  their  good  Fortune. 
*  And  for  their  great  ^ondefcention  to  a  Pet- 
fonaJ  Treaty  (which,  under  Favour,  can  Icarcely 
be  called  fo ;  for  the  King,  tbougli  he  had  grant- 
ed what  was  defired,  was  not  to  come  either  to 
or  near  Londsn,  but  to  flay  in  the  Ifle  of  Wight ^ 
aniJ  there  to  treat  with  Commiffioners)  upon 
figning  the  four  Bills,  furely  ihey  incurred  therein 
but  little  Danger  j  for  it  is  mofl  evident  tliat  they 
contain  the  very  Subftance  of  the  moll:  eflentiat 
Partsof  theirDemands,  which  being  once  granted^ 
the  King  would  neither  have  had  Power  to  deny» 
nor  any  Thing  left  worth  the  refufing  ^  for  after  he 
had  confeffed  that  he  had  taken  up  Arms  to  invade 
the  Liberty  of  his  People,  (whereas  Jt  was  only  fof 
the  Defence  'of  his  own  Rights)  ajid  had  likewtfc 
condemned  all  thofe,  who  had  faithfully  ferved 
him,  of  Rebellion;  and  that  be  had  totally  di- 
veftcd  himfelf,  his  Heirs,  and  Succeftors  forever, 
of  the  Power  of  the  Sword;  whereby  the  Pro- 
tcdiion  of  his  Subje<3:s,  which    is  one   of  the 
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moft  eflential  and  neceflary  Rights  belonging  to  An.  23.  Cat.  I. 
Regal  Authority,  is  totally  torn  away  from  the  ^^^7' 
Crown  J  and  that,  by  a  filent  Conceflion,  he  had  ^TT^^""'^ 
done  himfelf  and  SuccefTors  an  irreparable  Pre-  '  "^"^' 
judice  concerning  the  Great  Seal  (I  /peak  not 
of  the  other  two  Bills,  neither  of  which  are  of 
little  Importance) ;  what  was  there  more  for  him 
to  grant,  worth  the  infifting  upon,  after  fuch 
Conceffions  ?  or,  indeed,  what  Power  was  left 
him  to  deny  any  Thing  ?  So  that  the.King's  Ne- 
ceffity  of  giving  the  Anfwer  he  did,  for  it  was  no 
abfolute  Refu^,  is  moft  evident;  unlefs  he  had 
refolved  to  have  lit^ed  in  Quiet  without  Honour, 
,and  to  have  given  his  People  Peace  without  , 
Safety,  by  abandoning  them  to  an  arbitrary  and 
unlimited  Power  of  the  two  Houfes,  for  ever, 
concerning  the  levying  of  Land  or  Sea  Forces, 
without  ftinting  of  Numbers  or  Diftinftion  of 
Perfons  j  and,  for  Payments,  to  levy  fuch  Sums 
of  Monies,  in  fuch  Sort,  and  by  fuch  Ways  and 
Means  as  they  fhall  think  fit  and  appoint.  And 
now  I  cannot  but  afk.  Is  this  the  Militia  that  the 
King  contends  for .'  or,  did  ever  any  King  of 
England  pretend  to,  or  feek  for,  fuch  a  Power  ? 
Surely  no.  But  this  is  a  new  Militia,  and  take 
Heed  left  this  (hould  prove  like  the  Roman  Prc- 
torian  Cohorts,  that  what  they  did  in  choofing 
and  changing  Emperors,  thefe  do  not  to  this 
Government,  by  moulding  and  altering  it  ac- 
cording to  their  Fancies.  Now,  my  Eagernefs  to  , 
clear  this  Point  concerning  the  four  Bills,  had 
almoft  made  me  forget  a  moft  material  Queftion : 
I  wonder  much  wherein  the  Danger  confifts  of  a 
Perfonal  Treaty  with  the  King  ever  fince  he  was 
la^  at  Newcajlle:  Surely  he  cannot  bring  Forces 
along  with  him  to  awe  his  two  Houfes  of  Parlia- 
ment ;  and  it  is  as  well  known  that  he  hath  notMor 
ney  to  raife  an  Army ;  and,  truly,  there  is  as  little 
Fear  that  the  Eloquence  of  his  Tongue  ftiould 
work  Miracles  j  but,  on  the  contrary,  if  he  vv^ere 
fp  ill  a  Man  as  you  defcribe  him  to  be,  whatfo- 
C  2                              '  ever 
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*  ever  he  £hall  f^  or  write  muft  more  prejudice 

*  him  than  you:  tor,  let  him.  never  Eatter  hiiTifelf, 

*  it  rnuft  be  clear,  noi  doubtful,  Reafoii  that  can 

*  prevail  againft  thai  great  vUibJe  prevailing  Power 

*  which  now  oppoles  him ;  nor  do  I  Tay  it  wiJI> 
'  but  certainly  lefs  cannot  do  it ;  Where  is  then 
'  the  Danger  }     Believe   it,    Reafon  will  hardly 

*  maintain  thofc  who  are  afraid  of  her. 

*  After  this  it  is  faid.  That  th/y  had  Caufe  enough 

*  ts  rsmcmbtr  that  the  King  fome times  denied  to  re~ 

*  efivff  their  humble  Fetiiism  ;  but  they  neither  tell 
'  where  nor  when,  which  I  am  moft  confident  they 
'  cannot  J  but  I  am  certain  that  the  King  hath 

*  fent  divers  Meflages  of  Peace  to  them,    unto 

*  which  he  hath  yet  had  no  Anfwer;  namely,  his 
'  laft:  from  Oxford,  of  the  J  5  th  oiyanuaryy  1645, 

*  and  all  the  reft  fince.     As  for  the  Fight  at  Brent- 

*  fsrd\  whofoever  will  read  the  Collection  of  the 
'  Declarations   in  Print  upon  that  Subjeifi,  will 

*  clearly  find  that  the  King  hath  more  Reafon  to 
'  complain  that  they,  under  Colour  of  Treaty, 
*"  fought  to  inviron  him  with  their  Forces,  than 

*  they  for  what  he  then  did.   And  his  Retreat  was 

*  neither  for  Fear  nor  with  Shame;  for  the  ap- 
'  pearing  of  the  Enemy  made  him  retard,  not  ha- 

*  iten,  his  Orders  for  retiring,  which  divers  Hours 

*  before  their  appearing  be  had  given  ;  which  he 

*  did  without  any  Lofs  at  all ;  but,  on  the  contrary, 

*  retreated  with  more  Arms,  eleven  Colours,  and 

*  fifteen  Pieces  of  Ordnance,  befides  good  Store  of 

*  Ammunition,    than  he  had   before :    And,    for 

*  Cruelty  i  there  was  not  a  Drop  of  Blood  fhed  but 

*  in  the  Heat  of  the  Fight,  for  I  faw  above  500 

*  Prifoners,  who,  only  promifmg  never  after  to  bear 

*  Arms  againft  the  King,  were  freely  releafed. 

'  Again  they  feem  to  have  good  Memories,  fay- 
'  ing.  That  the  King  gnce  fent  ibem  afpecious  Mef- 

*  fsge  &f  renetving  a  Treaty^  when  at  the  fame  Time 

*  hit  Mejfenger  tuas  inJiruSied  hc/tv  t&  manage  that 

*  hksdy  MaffacYE  in  London,  ivhich  ivai  then  de- 

*  Jigned  hy  virtue  ef  the  Kh^s  C^mmiffion^  ftme 

'  publified : 
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puhltjhed:  And  hath  the  King  fent  but  one  Mcf-  An.  ij.  C«r.  I. 
fage  for  the  renewing  of  a  Treaty  ?  Then  what        '*47- 
was  that  from  Tavt/iock^  in  Auguft  1644,  and    ^^"^"y^"^ 
five  others  from  Oxford  the  next  Year,  t/12.  of       '  ^'»"y« 
the  5th,  15th,  26th  and  29th  o:"  December^  and 
the  15th  of  January^   1645  ?  But  indeed  this, 
that  is  here  mentioned,  they  knew  not  how 
to  anfwer,   (for  at  that  Time   they  knew  not 
the  Way  of  Silence)  but  by  this  forged  Accu- 
fation  againft  the  Mefienger;  who,  I  dare  fay, 
knew  nothing  of  that  which  mieht  ha\'e  been, 
at  that  Time,  intended  for  the  King's  Ser\'ice 
by  fome  who  had  more  Zeal  than  Judgment  j 
but  that  there  was  a  MafTacre   intended,    or  , 

that  any  Commiflion  from  the  King  fhould 
Countenance  fuch.  a  Defign,  is  a  moft  notorious 
S/ander. 

'  As  for  the  King's  mentioned  Letter  to  the 
Queen ;  I  am  confident  that  any  judicious  Rea- 
der will  find  the  GJofs  made  upon  it  very  much 
wrefted:  And  certainly  After-ages  will  think 
thefe  Times  very  barbarous,  wherein  private 
Letters  betwixt  Man  and  Wife  are  publiflied  to 
open  View ;  and,  in  other  Countries,  there  is 
fuch  Refpeft  carried  to  private  Letters  of  Princes, 
that,  to  my  Knowledge,  the  laft  Emperor,  in  the 
greateft  Heat  of  the  Bohemian'Wzry  having  inter- 
cepted a  Packet,  wherein  were  private  Letters  to 
King  James  of  blefled  Memory,  (who  was  then 
known  to  be  no  great  Friend  to  the  Emperor)  from 
his  only  Daughter,  then  avowedly  the  Emperor's 
greateft  Enemy  ;  yet  he  fent  them  to  the  King, 
without  the  leaft  Offer  of  Violence  to  the  Seals. 
*  And  now  I  come  to  their  Determination  upon 
the  whole  Matter,  what  Courfe  they  have  refolved 
to  take  with  the  King :  Their  Words  are,  But^ 
notwithftanding  this  and  other  former  Tenders,  ?<,'# 
have  now  received  fuch  a  Denial,  that  we  are  in 
Defpair  of  any  Good  by  AddreJJes  to  the  King  j 
ruither  mufi  we  be  fo  injurious  to  the  People  iff 
further  delaying  their  Settlement,  as  any  more  to 
prefs  his  Confent  to  thefe,  or  any  other  Propoji- 
C  3  *  ^ions. 
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. '  timi,    Bcfides,  it  is  refolved  upon  the  Queftlon^ 

*  Thfit  thty  will  rictive  no  more  any  Aleffage  frojn 

*  the  King  \  and  do  enjoin.  That  no  Ferfons  do 
'  prefums  ia  receive  sr  bring  any  Mcjfage  from  tht 

*  King  to  both  or  either  Houfis  nf  Parliament ^  or  to 
'  iiny  other  Perfiu,     Thus  you  fee  that  the  King  is 

*  laid  by  :  But  that  is  not  all ;  for  he  muft  neither 
*jtiftify  his  Iiinocency   againft  Calumny,  nor   is 

*  there  any  Way  left  him  to  mend  any  Error  that 

*  he  may  have  committed  :  Is  this  a  jull  Way  of 

*  proceeding,  when  Truth,  tho' offered,  mud  not  be 

*  heard,  and  that  no  Way  mufl:  be  left  to  recant 

*  an  Error  I  And  why  all  this  Severity  ?  Becaufe, 
'  as  1  have  already  ilicwn  you,  the  King  will  not 
'  injure  his  Confcierjce  or  ffonoijr,  nor  TufFcr  his 
'  People  to  be  oppreiFed  \  to  which  they  give  the 

*  Term  of  fuch  a  Denial,  though  really  it  was 
'  none.     But  fince  tliey  thus   feck  to  hood-wJnk 

*  the  People,  it  is  no  great  wonder  tliat  they  for- 

*  bid  the  King  tft  repent  him  of  thafe  Faults  which 

*  he  never  committed  ;  and  1  believe  all  indifferent 
'  Men  v/ili  eafily  judge  of  the  King's  Innocency, 

*  &yca  by  their  Way  of  Accufation  :  For  thofe 
'  who  will  lay  fuch  bigh  Crimes  to  his  Charge^ 
'  as  the  Breach  of  Oaths,  Vows,  ProteiHationp, 
'  and  Impjecations,  would  not  fpare  to  bring  their 

*  Proofs,  if  they  had  any  :  But,  on  the  contrary, 

*  it  is  known  to  all  the  World,  that  he  had  not 

*  fuffered  as  he  has  donej  if  he  would  have  dif- 

*  penfed  with  that  I'art  of  his  Coronation  Oath, 

*  which  he  made  to  the  Clergy,  which  is  no  great 

*  Sign  that  he  makes  flight  of  hja  Engagements  j 

*  of  which  it  is  fo  univerfally  known  that  he  has 

*  been  fo  reltgioufly  careful,  as  I  bold  it  a  Wrong 

*  to  his  InnocenCy,  to  feek  to  clear  him  of  fuch 

*  Slanders,  for  which  there  are  no  Proofs  alledged ; 
'  for  Malice,  being  once  detected,  is  bed  anfwTred 
**with  Negledi  and  Silence  :  And  was  there  ever 

*  greater  or  more  apparent  Malice,  than  to  offer 

*  to  put  the  horrid  Slander  of  Parricide  upon  him, 

*  who  was  eminently  known  to  be  as  obedient  and 
f  Joying  a  Son  to  his  bieiTiid  Father,  as  any  Hiftory 

*  caa 
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•'can  make  mention  of?  But  indeed  the  Lofs  of  An.  23.  Car.  I.

And  certainly  a 
greater  Evidence  for  Conftancy  in  Religion  there 
cannot  be,  than  the  King  (hewed  in  his  Iri^ 
Treaty ;  for  in  the  Time  that  he  moft  needed 
Ailiftance,  it  was  in  his  Power  to  have  made  that 
Kingdom  declare  unanimoufly  for  him,  and  have 
had  the  whole  Forces  thereof  employed  in  his 
Service,  if  he  would  have  granted  their  Demands 
in  Points  of  Religion,  they  not  inlifting  on  any  - 
Thing  of  Civil  Government  which  his  Majefty 
might  not  have  granted  without  Prejudice  to  his 
Regal  Authority  j  and  this  can  be  clearly  proved 
by  the  Marquis  of  Ormond's  Treaties  with  the 
Irijh,  not  without  very  good  Evidence  by  fome 
of  the  King's  Letters  to  the  Queen,  which  were 
taken  at  Nafeby^  that  are  purpofely  concealed,  left 
they  fhould  too  plainly  difcover  the  King's  De- 
teftation  of  that  Rebellion,  and  his  rigid  Firmnefs 
to  the  Proteftant  Profeffion.  Nor  can  I  end  this 
Point  without  remarking  with  Wonder,  that  Men 
fhould  havefo  ill  Memories  as  again  torenewthat

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An.  2j.  Car.  I.  mcnt :  Moreover,  that  the  faU  Karl  ihould  be  dc*

Manner,  alfo  to  be  tranHatcd  intu  Liitin  and 
Fritsib  ;  but  is  not  entered  in  the  'Journals  of  ei- 
ther Houfe  :  We  have  fecn  a  printed  Copy  there- 
of, confifting  of  95  Pages  in  ^urto  ;  but  feveral 
Jjcavcs  being  torn  out,  we  lliall  endeavour,  in 
fome  Meafure,  to  fupply  the  Want  of  it,  by  exhibi- 
ting the  follow i tig  Piece  of  hii\  Alarten'irUpon  the 
Occafion,  which  feems  to  contain  tht;  main  Purport 
of  the  Parliament's  Declaration,  a:id  runs  thus  *  ;

The  yournah  of  the  Lords  now  fwell  to  a  much 
greater  Bulk'than  ufual  by  the  vaft  Number  of  Or- 
dinances, entered  at  full  Length,  for  taking  off  Se* 
queftrations  from  Delinquents  Eftates^  and  grant- 
ing a  free  Pardon  to  their  Perfons.  Thefewere 
done  by  particular  Fines  fet,  and  paid  in  ready  Mo- 
ney, according  to  the  Value  of  their  Eftates  ;  and 
were  lefs  or  more  as  the  Ferfons  concerned  had 
been  in  Arms  againft  the  Parliament,  or  had  only 
fled  to  the  Enemy's  (garters  for  Protection.  How- 
ever, many  of  thefe  unhappy  Sufferers  were  redu- 
ced to  make  an  abfolute  Sale  of  Part  of  their  Eftates, 
to  redeem  the  reft ;  by  which  Means  feveral  of 
them  were  irretrievably  funk  from  their  Families, 
and  are  very  fenfibly  felt  at  this  Day  by  their  De- 
fcendants.  A  Lift  of  the  Names  of  all  thefe  Per- 
foiis  fo  amerced,  throughout  England  and  Waksy 
with  their  particular  Fines,  is  coUe^cd  from  the 
youniali  of  both  Hnules,  and  may  probably  be

to  procure  the  Releafement  of  their  own  Members) 
and  to  fend  them  forthwith  10  the  Lord  Fairfax,  to 
be  treated  in  fuch  Manner  by  him  as  the  Parlia- 
ment's Committee  fliould  be  ufed  by  Lord  Garing, 

Mr.  IP'til^er^  informs  us  this  Motion  was  made 
by  Mr.  Sf-Hcitor,  {St,  Jebn^-who  urged  as  a  Reafon 
for  it,  That  SiriP'iiliam  Majham  and  the  reft  of  the 
Committee  were  carried  up  and  down  in  Goring's 
Army,  hardly  ufed,  and  threatened  to  be  (ct  in  the 
Front  of  the  Battle,  But  thnt  Mr.  Gurdon^  in- 
flcad  of  feizing  upon  twenty  of  the  King's  Party<, 
moved,  th^it  the  Lady  Capel  and  her  Children,  and 
the  Lady  Nunuh-h^  might  be  fent  to  tl:e  General, 
with  the  fame  Directions  j  faying.

wife ;  and  was  feconded  by  Ffw,  Sir  H^nry  MUd- 
nwyi  Thomas  Scst,  Blaciijfont  Hilly  Purcfhy^  Jlliks 
Corbet,  ^c.  although  Mr.  Rujhwerth,  the  Ge- 
neral's Secretary,  reported  at  the  Bar  of  the  Houfcj, 
That  the  Parliamcnrs  Committee  were  well  ufed 
and  wanted  nothing ;  and  that,  tho'  they  had  many 
Skirmifhes  and  Sallies,  yet  none  of  them  were  put  ^ 
in  the  Front.

nant.  The  Contemporary  Writer  laft  cited,  in- 
forms us.  That,  in  Oppofition  to  this  Motion,  it 
was  argued,  That  the  Covenant  was  become  the 
Pretence  of  all  Rebellions  and  Infurreitions  ;  that 
moft  of  them  that  had  rebelled  in  IVales^  Kenty 
and  EJfexy  had  taken  it;  but  thofe  that  refufed  it 
were  true  Friends  to  the  Parliament,  and  had  done 
them  gallant  Service  :  That  the  Covenant  had  fo 
many  various  Interpretations  put  upon  it,  that  no 
Man  knew  what  to  make  of  it,  or  how,  with  a 
fafe  Confcience,  to  take  it:  Thus,  fays  he,  argued 
the  Independents,  as  if  the  Covenant  were  malum 
infe.  To  which  was  anfwered,  That,  by  this 
laft  Reafon,  they  might  lay  afide  the  Scriptures, 
which  were  frequently  and  variouflymifinterpreted 
by  Hereticks  and  Schifmaticks  :  If  the  Covenant, 
in  its  own  Nature,  was  the  Caufe  of  Infurredlions, 
it  was  unwifely  done  of  the  Parliament  to  impofe 
it  upon  Men  j  and  to  tie  them,  by  Vow,  to  defend 
it,  and  one  another  in  Defence  of  it,  with  their 
Lives  and  Fortunes  :  That  whatfoever  Number  of 
armed  Men  fhould  gather  together  in  Defence  of 
the  King's  Perfon,  Crown  and  Dignity ;  or  of 
Religion,  Laws,  Liberties,  or  Privileges  of  Parlia- 
ment, according  to  the  faid  Covenant,  they  h;ive  the 
Authority  ot  Parliament,nayof  Heaven,  where  their 
Vow  is  recorded,  for  what  they  do ;  and  cannot  be 
faid  to  rebel,  or  war  againft  the  Parliament,  but  a- 
gainft  a  Fatilion ;  who,  having  deferted  or  never  ta- 
ken the  Covenant,  do  now,  to  carry  on  new  Defigns 
for  their  own  Advantage,  mifapply  the  Title  of  Ma- 
lignant and  Rebel  to  thofe  which  nght  for  the  Cove- 
nant, becaufe  they  will  not  change  their  Principles 
with  them  for  Company.    That  upon  this  Ground 
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An.  14'  ^"*  I-  onJy  were  the  four  Aldermen,  the  fevcn  Lords,  Sir 

1648.  y^hnM^ynard^  &£\  impeached  and  Imprifoned,  on- 
ly for  fuch  Actions  as  the  Covenant,  which  they  took 
hy  xAuthority  of  Farlmmcnt,  bound  them  b  Con- 
fcience  unto  ;  and  for  which  they  had  a  fpecial  Or- 
dinance of  ParJIaraent  made  this  very  SelEon  j  and 
not  to  raife  a  new  War,  as  was  fcandaloufly  and 
violently  enforced  upon  them  ;  for,  had  it  come  to 
a  new  War,  it  muft  have  been  laid  at  their  Doors 
that  fubvert  the  Principles  of  the  Covenant.  Many 
have  taken  the  Covenant  in  Obedience  to  you,  and 
are  bound  up  by  itj  and  now  to  leave  other  Mem 
at  large  not  to  take  it,  and  accufe  them  of  Trea- 
jbn  that  endeavour  to  keep  it,  is  very  unjuft.  Yoti 
have  latejy  promifed  the  Scots^  that  you  vfill  adhere 
to  the  Covenant :  How  can  they  believe  this,  im- 
lefs  you  enjoin  all  to  take  it  ?  And  fo  Jong  as  you 
put  all  the  Arms,  Garrifons,  and  Ships  of  the 
Kingdom,  and  all  Places  of  Power^  Profit,  and 
Preferment,  into  the  Hands  of  Schifmaticks  and 
Antimonarchifts,  whofe  Principles  and  Adlings  run 
counter  to  the  Covenant;  and  fuch  as  talk  much 
of  your  Service,  but  have  done  only  their  own,  in 
order  to  which  they  refufed  to  obey  you  and  dif- 
hand ;  they  ravifhed  the  King  from  you  at  Hol- 
denby-f  kept  you  in  Wardfliip  ever  fmce;  and  dif- 
honoured  and  brought  you  low  with  treafonable, 
fcandalous,  threatening  Engagements,  Declara- 
tions, Rcmonftrances,  and  other  Papers  ?  Our 
Author  concludes  with  faying,  Thofe  that  would 
have  the  Covenant  current,  could  not  get  the  QuC' 
jftion  put :  And  it  appears  by  the  Jmrnais,  that 
the  Previous  Queftion  upon  this  Motion  was  car- 
ried in  the  Negative  by  84  Voices  againft  54.  The 
Ttllers  in  favour  of  the  Motion,  Sir  Samuel  Luke 
and  Sir  J^hn  Ndrihcote:  Againll  it,  Col,  P$pham 
and  Col.  NarUfi.

'  About  one  of  the  Clock  in   the  Afternoon, 
.moft  of  the  Members  being  gone  tr>  Dinner,  and  formation  of  a 
[very  few  Prefbyterians  left,   the  Speaker   of  the^'^s"t°nionkr 
"loufe  of  Commons  ftood  up  and  told  them,  That*^  ^    ^"^" 

had  received   Letters  from  Rkhard  OJborm^ 
(he  that  projefted  to  deliver  the  King  out  of  the 
Cuftody  of  Col.  Hammnnd  at  Cur'tJhrQoke-Cajih') 
bitt  that  he   conceived   they  tended  only  to  the 
fetting  of  us  altogether  by  the  Ears ;  and  propound- 
ed. Whether  they  (hould  be  read  or  no?  Some 
were  againft  the  reading  of  them,  but  the  major 
Part  called  to  have  them  read  ;  which  was  done; 
accordingly.     The  Letter  to  the  Speaker  had  a 
Copy  of  another  Letter  inclol'ed  in  it,  to  the  Lord 
IVhartony  which  bore  Date  June  1,  1648,  to  this 
Purpofe,  giving  his  Lordlhip  to  undcriland,  That 
upon  privaU  Confirmee  lut'th  Capt.  Rolph,  (a  Man- 
very  intimate  with  CqL  Hammond,  und  high  in  ths 
EJitem  sf  the  Army)  the  faid  Capt,  Rolph  tsld  hintf 
(the  fa  id  Ojkorffe)  That  to  hi  i  Knowledge  Hammondi 
had  rec^imd  fet/erol  Letters  fr&m  the  Army^  advi^ 
fmg  him  to  remave  the  King  sut  of  the  Way  by  Poi- 
fen,  or  any  ether  Aleans^  fir  it  wuuld  much  con- 
duet  ta  their  Affairs,     But  (faid  Rolph)    Ham- 
mond hath  a  gscd  Aihwana  for  keeping  the  Kingf 
and  is  therefore  utrwUling  is  iofe  fa  hemfmal  an 
Emplsymeut :  But  if  you  iviH  j&itt  with  ms^  iv£ 
•will  endeavsur   to  convey  away  thg   King  to  fome 
feiret  Blace^  and  ws  may  then  do  'whut  zve  will  with 
him.     Ofiorne  offers  in  his  faid  Letter,  That  if  he 
may  CQtne  and  go  with  Saj'ety^  he  would  c&me  and 
jajlify  this  Relation  upsn  Oath,     He  likewife  wrote 
to  the  Speaker  of  the  Lords  Houfc  about  it. 

'  Then  was  read  Ojlm-nis.  Letter  to  Mr-  Lenth- 
aliy  Speaker,  dated  the  lOth  o(  fune  164.S,  con- 
taining the  fame  Narration ;  with  an  Offer  to  ap- 
pear and  make  it  good  upon  Oath,  if  he  might 
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All,  34.  Cw.l.  come  and  go  with  Safety  and  Freedom,  The 
164S.  Clerk  had  no  Iboner  done  rcadSng  this  Letter,  but, 
with  3  (light  Neglect,  and  the  Laughter  of  fomc 
Members,  the  Bufmefs  was  pajtcd  over  without 
Debate,  and  Mr,  Sc/twun  flood  up  to  propound  a. 
new  Btifmefs  from  the  Army  \  when,  prefently, 
Mr,  Walker^  interrupting  Mr,  Scawen,  defired  to 
fpeait  a  Word  to  the  late  Bufmefs  ;  and  a  Iked  Mr. 
iipeaker.  From  whejice  that  Letter  came,  and  who 
brought  it  I  The  Speaker  called  upon  the  Serjeant 
at  Mace,  who  anfwered.  The  Letter  was  given 
him  at  the  Door  by  a  Msn  that  he  knew  not  j 
that  he  had  many  Letters  and  P^ipers  thruft  upon 
him,  of  which  he  could  give  no  Account  j  but  he 
■would  endeavour  to  find  out  the  Meflenger  :  Then 
Mr,  Walker  urged.  That  fuch  an  Information 
coming  to  the  Houfe  ought  not  to  be  neglefted, 
whether  true  or  falfe,  but  to  be  examined  and  fift- 
ed  to  the  Bottom.  If  the  King  fhould  die  a  na- 
tural Death,  or  any  Mifchance  htfaJl  him,  the

This  was  feconded  by  Sir 
Symcndi D^ Ew£s^  Mr,  Henry  Hungerford,  Mr.  Ed- 
ward Stevens,  and  fome  others,  who  preJTed  it  far- 
ther i  but  received  a  flight  Anfwer,  That  thofe 
that  defired  to  examine  the  Eufinefs  knew  not 
where  to  find  Ofiorne  ;  that  OJhf^rTie  was  a  Malig- 
nant, and  had  attempted  to  fet  the  King  at  Liber-! 
ty.  To  which  Mr.  Walker  replied.  That  the  o- 
ther  Day  wc  had  named  a  Committee  to  examine 
the  Bufmefs  concerning  the  Foot- Boy  that  ftruck

'  A  Servant  of  the  Duke  of  Ridbmottfi^s^  who  very  hatidromely 
can'd  Sir  henry  Mildmnf  in  the  open  Slreet,  of  which  Affruat  he 
compijincd  to  the  Houfc, 
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appear  to  make  good  his  Charge  j  either  he  will  An.  14.  Car*  I. 
appear,  or  we  fhall  declare  him  an  Impoftofj  and  ^H^' 
pmiifli  him  when  we  take  him,  and  clear  the  Re-  W"-^i'""»** 
putations  of  thofe  upon  whom  this  Letter  feems  to  ■'*^^^' 
refledlt.  Confider  how  vaft  a  DifFerence  there  is 
between  beating  a  Subjedb  and  killing  a  King. 
And  if  OJborne,  whom  I  know  not^  be  a  Malig- 
nant i  yet  unlefs  you  can  prove  him  a  Nullifidian, 
wr  a  Perfon  convi<3  of  Perjury,  both  according  to 
theRules  of  Chriftian  Charity,  and  in  the  charitable 
Intendment  of  our  Laws,  his  Oath  is  valid  and 
good.  Then  Mr.  Tht^maa  Scot  ftood  up  and  faidj 
That  this  preJ]ing  for  a  Committee  to  examine 
this  Bufmefs,  was  but  a  Device  to  draw  Colonel 
Hammond  and  Ro!ph  up  to  the  Town  to  he  exa- 
mined, that  the  King  might  the  eafier  make  art 
Efcape.

Scnwen  or  Major- General  Skippm  ftootl  up,  and 
oiFered  to  divert  the  Bufincfs  by  new  Matter  con- 
cerning the  Army,  which  ufoally  beareth  all  other 
Btifinefles  down  before  it.  At  Jaft  thofe  few  that 
moved  for  an  Examination  of  this  Information,

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*  Upon  Tiujdaj  the  aoth  of  "June^  the  Lords 
fciit  a  Meflage  to  the  Commons  ;  the  firft  Paper 
whereof  concerned  OJhQrne's  laid  Letters  j  they 
(lefired.

*  Before  the  Treaty,  and  nfter  the  Votes  and 
Declarations  of  no  moreAddrclTes,  when  the  King's 
Treatment  was  fo  barbarous,  his  Majefty  had  pro- 
pofed  to  himfeif  to  mjike  an  EfcapCj  anJ  was  very 
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near  the  perfeiRing  It.  He  hnd  none  about  him  An,  44.  Car.  I. 
but  fuch  Ferfons  who  were  placed  by  thole  who 
wilhed  worft  to  his  Safety  ;  and  therefore  chofe 
fuch  Iiiftruments  as  they  thought  to  be  of  their 
own  Principles.  Amongft  thoft  there  was  a  young 
Maiij  one  OJharne,  by  Extraction  a  Gentleman, 
who  was  recommended  by  the  Lord  JP'hart^n  (one 
who  defervcd  not  to  be  fufpeiSted  by  Cromiveli  him- 
felf)  to  Col.  Hammmd^  to  be  placed  in  fome  near 
Attendance  about  the  King;  and  be,  from  the 
Recommendation,  never  doubting  the  Fitnefs  of 
the  Man,  immediately  appointed  him  to  wait  as 
Gentlemaa-Uflier  j  which  gave  him  Opportunity 
to  be  almoft  always  in  the  Prefence  of  the  King. 
This  young  Man,  after  fome  Months  Attendance, 
was  wrought  upon  by  the  Dignity  of  the  King^s 
Carriage^  and  the  great  AfFability  he  ufcd  towards 
thofe  who  were  always  about  him,,  to  have  a  I'en- 
dernefs  and  loyal  Senje  of  his  Sufferings  ;  and  did 
really  defire  to  do  him  any  Service  that  might  be 
acceptable.  By  his  Office  of  Gentleman- Uflier 
he  ufually  held  the  King's  Gloves  when  he  was  at 
Meat,  and  iiril  took  that  Opportunity  to  put  a  little 
Billet,  in  which  he  exprciled  his  Devotion,  into 
one  of  the  Fingers  of  liis  Glove.  The  King  was 
not  forward  to  be  creduJous  of  the  Profeflions  of  a 
Perfon  he  knew  fo  little,  and  who,  he  knew,  would 
not  be  fuffcred  to  be  about  him,  if  he  were  thought 
to  have  thofe  Inclinations  :  However,  after  longer 
Obfervation,  and  fometimes  fpeaking  to  him  wbilft 
he  was  walking  amongft  others,  in  the  Garden  al- 
lowed for  that  Purpofe,  his  Majcfty  begun  to  be- 
lieve that  there  wus  Sincerity  in  him  ;  and  fo  fre- 
quently put  Ibme  Menional  into  the  Fingers  of  his 
Glove,  and)  by  the  fame  Expedientj  received  Ad- 
vertisement from  him. 

*  There  was  in  the  Garrifon  one  Rolphy  a  Cap- 
tain of  a  Foot  Company,  whom  Cronnvili  placed 
there  as  a  prime  Conhdent,  a  Fellow  of  a  low  Ex- 
tra£tion,  and  very  ordinary  Parts  ;  who,  from  a 
common  Soldier,  had  been  truited  in  all  the  In- 
trigues of  tiie  Aniiy,  and  was  one  of  the  Agitators, 
Q_2  in- 
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Soldiers  Mtnds,  upon  whom  he  had  a  wonderful 
Influence,  and  could  not  contain  hinifelf  from 
fpeaking  malicioufly  and  wickedly  againft  the  King, 
when  DiiEmiilatioJi  was  at  the  higheft  amongft 
the  great  Officers*  This  Man  grew  into  great 
Familiarity  with  Ofborne^  and  knowing^from  what 
Perfon  he  came  recommended  to  that  Truft,  could 
not  doubt  but  that  he  was  well  inclined  to  any 
Thing  that  might  advance  him  j  and  fo,  accord- 
ing to  his  Cuftom  of  reviling  the  King,  he  wilhed 
he  were  out  of  the  World  ;  for  they  fhould  never 
jnake  any  Settlement  whilft  he  was  alive.  He 
faiJ,  he  was  fure  the  Army  wiflicd  him  dead,  and 
that  i/tfWWflW  had  received  many  Letters  from  the 
Army  to  take  him  away  by  Poifon,  or  any  other 
Way  ;  but  he  faw  it  would  never  be  done  in  that 
Place  i  and  therefore,  if  he  would  join  with  him  j 
they  would  get  him  from  thence,  and  then  the 
Work  would  eafily  be  done.  OJhrne  aflted  him. 
How  it  could  be  pofllble  to  remove  him  from 
thence,  without  Hmnmond's^  or  the  King's  own 
Confent  ?  Rolph  anfwered,  That  the  King  might 
be  decoyed  from  thence,  as  he  was  from  Hampton- 
Courty  by  fome  Letters  from  his  Friends,  of  ibiT!C 
Danger  that  threatned  htm,  upon  which  he  would 
be  willing  to  make  an  Efcape,  and  then  he  might 
eafily  be  difpatched.  OJhorm  ihortty  found  an 
Opportunity  to  inform  the  King  of  all  this. 

'  The  King  bid  him  continue  his  Familiarity 
with  Rstpht  and  to  promife  to  join  with  him  in 
contriving  how  his  Majefly  ftiould  make  an  Efcape; 
and  he  hoped  thereby  to  make  RslphWWlzny  the 
Means  of  getting  away.  He  recommended  one 
of  the  common  Soldiers  to  O/hrm^  who,  he  faid, 
he  thought  might  be  trailed  ;  and  wiflied  him  to 
truft  one  Dsincei^  whom  the  King  had  known  be- 
fore, and  who  was  then  placed  to  wait  upon  him 
at  his  back  Stairs j  and  was  indeed  an  honeft  Man; 
for  it  was  im pofllble  for  him  to  make  an  Efcape, 
without  the  Privity  of  fuch  Perfons  who  might 
provide  for  hlmj  when  he  was  got  out  of  the  CafOe,

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as  well  as  help  him  from  thence.     OJbcrne  told  An.  H'  Car.  I, 


Molph,  he  was  confititnt  he  fhould  in  the  End  per- 
fuade  the  King  to  attempt  an  Efcape,  though  he 
yet  feemed  jeaJous  and  apprehenfive  of  being  dif- 
covered,  and  tiiken  again.  Dowcet  concurr'd  very 
willingly  in  it,  and  the  Soldier  who  was  chofen  by 
the  King  proved  likewife  very  honeft,  and  wrought 
upon  one  or  two  of  his  Companions,  who  ufed  to 
ftand  Sentinels  at  the  Place  where  the  King  in- 
tended to  get  out.  All  Things  were  provided, 
and  the  King  had  a  File  and  Saw,  with  which  he 
had,  with  wonderful  Trouble,  faw'd  an  Iron  Bar 
in  the  Window,  by  which  he  could  be  able  to  get 
out;  and,  being  in  this  Readincfs,  the  Night  was 
appointed,  and  Ojhorm  at  the  Place  where  he  was 
to  receive  the  King.  But  one  of  the  Soldiers  in- 
formed Ralph  of  more  Particulars  than  OJb$rn£  had 
done,  by  which  he  concluded  that  he  was  falfe, 
and  dire(5led  the  Soldier  to  proceed,  and  fland  Sen- 
tinel in  the  fame  Place  to  which  he  had  been  af- 
iigned  i  and  he,  and  ibme  others  trufted  by  him, 
were  armed,  and  ftood  very  near  with  their  Piflols. 
At  Midjiight  the  King  came  to  the  Window,  re- 
folving  to  go  outi  but  as  he  was  putting  himfelf 
out,  he  difcerned  more  Perfons  to  ftand  thereabout 
than  ufed  to  do,  and  thereupon  fufpeded  that  there 
was  fome  Dtfcovery  made,  and  fo  fhut  the  Win- 
dow,  and  retired  to  his  Bed,  And  this  was  all  the 
Ground  of  a  Difcourfe,  which  then  flew  abroad, 
as  if  the  King  had  got  half  out  at  the  Window,  and 
could  neither  draw  hia  Body  after,  nor  get  his 
Head  back,  and  fo  was  compelled  to  call  out  for 
Help  I  which  was  a  meer  Fiftion, 

*  Rslph  acquainted  Hammond  with  what  the 
King  had  defigned  ;  who  prefently  went  into  his 
Chambetj  and  found  the  King  in  his  Bt^,  but  the 
Bar  of  the  Window  cut  in  two,  and  taken  out ; 
by  which  he  concluded  his  Information  to  be  true ; 
and  prefently  feized  upon  Dsivcet^  but  could  not 
apprehend  ujbornc  ;  who  was  either  fied  out  of 
the  Ifland,  or  concealed  in  it  that  he  could  not  be 
Q,  3  foundi 
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"Tin.  14'  ^»f*  i.founJ.     Rdph  could  not  forbear  to  Infult  upon 
1648.        Dowc^t  in  Prilbn,  aad  fcornfully  aHced  him.  Why 
his  King  came  not  forth  when  he  was  at  the  Win- 
dow t  And  faid.  He  was  ready  witli  a  vpod  Piftol 
charged  to   have  received  him.     When  Ofiorne- 
had  got  into  a  Place  of  prcfent  Safety,  he  writ  a 
Letter  to  his  Patron  the  Lord  fVhartsn,  informing 
him  of  the  whole  Matter  ;  and  dcfircd  him  to  ac- 
quaint the  Houfe  of  Peers  of  the  Defign  upon  the 
King's  Ijfe,  and  that  he  would  be  ready  to  appear 
and  juftify  the  Confpiracy.     That  Lord»  after  he 
had  kept  the  Lettt^r  foine  Time,  fent  it  to  Hammandf 
as  the  httcft  Perfon  to  examine  the  Truth  of  the 
Relation.     Ojhsrne  was  not  difcoufaged  with  all 
this  ;  but  fent  two  Letters  to  the  Speakers  of  both 
Houfes,  and  inclofed  the  Letter  he  had  formerly- 
writ  to  the  Lord  JVharion.     In  the  Hoiife  of  Com- 
mons the  Information  was  flighted  and  laid  afide; 
but  it  made  more  Impreflion  upon  the  Houfe  of 
Peers  J  who  fent,  with  more  tlian  ordinary  Earneft- 
nefs,  to  the  Commons,  That  Ralph  might  be  fent 
for,  and  a  Safeguard  for  forty  Days  to  0/hsrn^t  to 
appear  and  prolccute. 

'  Rslpb  brought  with  him  a  large  Teftimonial 
from  Hammmd  of  his  Integrity,  and  of  the  many 
good  Services  he  had  done  to  the  State.  OjhQrne 
appeared  Ilkewile  at  the  Lords  Bar,  and  made 
good,  upon  Oath,  all  that  is  before  fet  down,  and 
undertook  to  produce  other  Evidence.  The  Houfe 
of  Commons  had  no  Mind  to  have  it  examined 
farther ;  but  the  Clamour  of  the  People  was  fo 
great,  that,  after  many  Delays,  they  voted.  That 
it  fhould  be  tried  at  the  General  Afllzes  at  fVin- 
chtjhr.  And  thither  they  fent  their  well-tried  Ser- 
jeant IVyld.)  to  be  the  folc  Judge  of  that  Circuit ; 
before  whom  the  major  Part  of  the  fame  Jury  that 
had  found  Capr,  Burky  guilty,  was  impannellcd  for 
the  Trial  of  Roiph.  Ofmrne  and  Dswctt,^  who, 
upon  Failj  had  Liberty  to  be  there,  appeared  to 
make  good  the  Indictment ;  and,  upon  their  Oaths, 
declared  all  that  P^ol^ih  had  fi=dd  to  them,  as  is  fet

a  Prifoiier  who  was  under  no  Heilriiiit,  had  two  •*^*-

he  needed  not  to  have  had  any  Counfel  but  the 
Judge  hinvfelf,  who  told  the  Jury,  That  it  wa?  a 
Bufinefs  of  grent  Importance  that  was  before  themj 
nnd  therefore  that  they  ftiould  take  heed  what  they 
did  in  it :  That  there  was  a  Time,  indeed,  when 
Intentiojis  and  Words  were  l^reafon,  but  Gad  for-

I'he  fame  Day  there  was  a  great  Debate  in  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  upon  a  Motion  for  a  Perfo- 
tial  Treaty  with  the  King  *=,  Mr.  Thomas  Scott 
faid.  He  was  of  Opinion  that  there  could  be  no 
Time  fcafonable  for  fiich  a  Treaty,  or  for  a  Peace 
with  fo  perfidious  and  implacaWe  a  Prince;  but  it 
would  always  be  too  foon,  or  too  late.  He  that 
draws  his  Sword  upon  the  King,  muft  throw  his 
Scabbard  into  the  Firej  and  that  all  Peace  witli 
him  would  prove  the  Spoil  of  the  Godly.  ''I'o  which 
it  was  anfwered.  That  fome  Mtn  got  w^ell  by  fifh- 
ing  in  troubled  Waters;  and  accounted  Peace  their 
Spoil,  becaufe  War  was  their  Gain  ;  and  thefc 
looked  upon  a  Perfona]  Treaty  as  a  Defign  againft 
themfelves,  (under  the  Notitm  of  the  godly,  ho- 
jieft, '  confiding  Party)  becaufe  it  was  the  high 
Way  to  Pcice.  But  that  the  Generality  of  tlie 
People,  who  had  been  defpoilcd  of  their  Eftates  by

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The  next  Point  was,  the  Place  where  fach  a  An.  34.  Car.  T. 
Treaty  fliould  be  held.  For  this  Purpofe  the  Ifle  of  •<^':*- 
Wight  and  the  King's  Houfe  at  Holdenhy  were  pro-  ^**'^~  -^ 
pofed,  or  any  other  ofhis  Majefty's  Houfes  not  near-  J"  ^' 
er  than  ten  Miles  off  London^  or  the  City  of  London 
itfelf.  The  Independents  were  for  the  two  lirft, 
but  principally  affeded  the  Ifle  of  Wight.  The 
Prefbytcrians  adhered  to  the  two  latter,  but  infifted 
chiefly  for  Londor..  In  Favour  of  the  City  it  was 
argued.  That  the  Common-Council  and  Officers 
of  the  Soldiery  would  undertake  for  the  King's 
Safety  againft  all  Tumults :  In  any  other  Place 
he  would  be  within  the  Power  of  the  Army,  who 
might  probably  take  him  away  again  (as  they  did 
at  Holdenhy)  if  they  liked  not  the  iClanner  and  Mat^ 
ter  of  the  Treaty.  London  was  a  Place  of  moft 
Honour,  Safety,  and  Freedom ;  and  would  beft 
fatisfy  the  King,  the  Scots,  and  the  People :  In  all 
other  Places,  efpecially  the  Ifle  of  Wight,  he  would 
be  ftill  a  Prifoner  to  the  Army  ;  an  therefore  all 
he  {hould  agree  to  would  be  void  by  reafon  of  that 
Durefs.  To  this  Serjeant  fFyld  anfwered.  That 
Cujiodia  did  not  always,  in  Law,  fignify  Imprifon- 
ment:  Tho'theKing  was underReltraiiitof the  Ar^- 
my,  he  was  not  in  Prifon  (making  a  DiflFerence  be- 
tween Reflraint  and  legal  Imprifonment) ;  that  the 
Kihg  cannot  plead  Durefs ;  no  Man  can  imprifbn  or 
hurt  the  King  in  his  political  Capacity  as  King ;  tho* 
in  his  natural  Capacity,  as  a  Man,  he  is  as  padive  as 
other  Men.  To  this  it  was  replied.  That  it  had 
been  frequently  faid  in  the  Houfe,  the  King  was 
a  Prifoner ;  and  there  was  no  DiflTerence,  in  Law^ 
between  a  Reftraint  and  an^  Imprifonment,  whe- 
ther legal  or  illegal.  A  tortious  Reftraint  is  call'd, 
in  Law,  a  faife  Imprifonment.  That  former  Kings  * 
have  voided  their  own  Ails,  by  pleading  Reftraint 
or  Imprifonment,  and  Conftraint,  as  Hen.  III. 
Ric.  II.  That  the  King  may  as  well  plead  Impri- 
fonment as  the  Parliament  plead  a  Force,  which 
they  have  lately  done.  That  the  King's  Reftraint, 
in  Law,  i  s  Arcfa  Cttftcdia ;  and  they  wifhed  it  might

formation  to  the  contrary.  The  Diftindion  be- 
tweeJi  the  King's  natural  and  political  Capacity  waa 
Trearon  in  the  Spencers  ^  (and  lb  declared  by  two 
Adts  of  Parliament  in  the  Time  of  EJ.  11.  and 
Ed.  III.)  and  my  Lord  Cohy  in  Cahm'&  Cafe,  af- 
firm'd  J  They  are  infeparable  by  Law.  In  Anfwer  to 
this  Mr-  Scett  faid.  That  the  City  wa^  as  obnoxious 
to  the  King's  Anger  as  any  Part  of  the  Kingdom  ; 
and  if  the  Treaty  fiiouJd  be  in  London^  who  could 
iecure  the  Parliament  that  the  City  wouJd  not  make 
their  Peace  with  the  enraged  King,  by  delivering 
up  their  Heads  to  him  for  a  Sacrifice,  as  the  Men 
of  Samaria  did  the  Heads  of  the  feventy  Sons  of 
Akahf  It  was  alfo  further  moved,  That  if  the  King 
came  not  to  London^  but  to  one  of  his  Houfes  about 
ten  Miles  from  thence,  he  might  be  dcfired  to 
give  his  Royal  Word  to  refide  there  tmtill  the  Con- 
clufion  of  the  Treaty.  Colonel  Han>fy  flighted 
this  Motion,  vilifying  the  King's  Royal  Word,  and 
faying.  There  was  no  Truft  in  Princes ;  To  this 
Purpofe  he  ailed ged.  That  the  King's  Promife  had 
been  frequently  broken;  as  when  he  proteftcd  that 
the  Safety  and  Privileges  of  Parliament  fhould  be 
as  precious  to  him  as  the  Safety  of  his  Wife  and 
Children ;  and  yet,  within  three  or  four  Days  after, 
came  with  armed  Guards  to  force  the  Houfe,  in 
the  Cafe  of  the  five  Members, 

This  Argument  was  farther  urged  by  Sir  Henry 
Faney  Jun.  and  Sir  Henry  MiUmay  \  who  at- 
tempted to  iniiance  many  Particulars  to  prove 
that  the  King  was  a  perjured  Man,  and  therefore 
ought  in  no  Cafe  to  be  trufted  :  Whereupon  Sir 
Symondi  D^Ewes  rtood  up,  and  declared  himfelf  to 
be  of  a  contrary  Opinion  j  for  that  the  Houfenot 
only  ought,  but  muft,  truft  his  Majefty;  and  that 
they  were  nut  in  a  Condition  to  ftand  upon  fuch 
high  Terms :  For,  laid  he,  Mr.  Speaker,  If  you 
know  not  in  what  Condition  you  are,  give  mc 
Leave  in  a  Word  to  tell  you ; Your  Silver

King  i  and  be  by  him  affented  to,  and  figned  withS^'^"*'^  w«h 
his  Hand,  before  the  Treaty  :  And  that  the  fame 
be  made  A<Sts  of  Parliament  when  the  King  fhall 
come  to  Wejlminjier, — But  the  Place  of  Treaty 
was  not  fix'd  upon  till  fome  Months  after. 

Next  Day  the  Commons  fent  up  the  foregoing 
Vote,  and  another  for  fecuring  and  paying  all  juit 
Debts,  and  making  good  all  Engagements  to  all       ' 
Perfons  that  either  have  been,  or  ihall  be,  engaged ' 
for  the  Parliament,  before  the  final  Conclufxon  of  a 
Peace.    To  this  laft  the  Lords  agreed ;  but  the  for- 
mer was  referr'd  toConfideration  the  nextMorning,'^®  *''''^'*  *^* . 
and  all  the  Lords  to  be  "fummoned  to  appear.     At  conaurcncc. 
whichTime,  after  reading  the  faid  Vote,  it  was  una- 
nimoufly  agreed  to  adhere  to  their  former  Vote, 
That  the  three  Propofitions  fent  into  Scotland^  to  be 
granted  by  the  King,  before  a  Perfonal  Treaty  be 
begun,  be  not  infifted  on.

*  Council  of  Agitators,  and  then  grew  indeed  into 

*  a  compleat  new  Model. 
*  Soon  thereafter  a  Party  otit  of  feveral  Regl- 

*  ments,  commanded  by  a  Taylor,  a  Cornet  of 
■  theirs,  one  Joyce^  violently  feixcd  on  the  Perfon 

*  of  the  King  j  and   carried  him  from  his  Houfe 

*  at  Hsidenby^  againft  his  own  Will  and  the  Pro- 

*  tejlation  of  the  Commiflioners  then  attending

*  and  that  they  muft  tnke  extraordinary  Courfes: 

*  Thus  thcj  force  the  Houfes  to  recall  their  Votes 

*  for  a  Committee  of  Safety,  and  to  difband  what 

*  Forces  they  had  drawn  together  under  Prefby- 

*  terian  Officers ;  they  ctimpel  the  eleven  Members 

*  to  withdraw  from  tiieir  Attendance  in  the  Houfe  ; 
'  And,  the  Militia  of /<i5Wi/^;?,  at  the  unanimousDe- 

*  fire  of  the  Common-Council  J  beiti^  then  fettled  in 
-  the  Hands  of  fuch  Perfons  as  the  City  might  mofl 

*  confide  in,  the  Army,  to  perfect  their  Defigns 

*  upon  them,  enforced  the  Houfes  to  a  new  Model 

*  of  that  Militia. 

*  Having  thus  in  their  Power  the  Perfon  of  his

*  War,  In  the  mean  Time  they  and  their  Friends 
that  fled  to  them,  being  engaged  by  Writing  to

*  in  aReadinefs  to  oppofe  them  ;  untill,  by  the  ^n- 
'  deavours  of  fomc  that  were  better  Friends  to  the

*  City  was  furrendrtd  i  and  the  Sectaries,  having

was  made  Captain- General  of  all  England,  Con-

*  ried  in  the  Negative,  (for  a  little  Liberty  yet  re- 
mained) at  lai':,  by  a  threatning  Declaration  from 
the  Army,  and  the  Swordfmen's  coming  into  the 
Houfe,  all  Orders  paft  in  Abfence  of  the  old 
Speakers  were  repealed  ;  fome  of  the  mo  ft  active 
of  the  Houfes,  the  Lord  Mayor,  three  honeft 
Aldermen^  and   divers  .Common -Counfellors  of 

'  London,  charged  and  imprifoned  j  the  OfEcefs  of 

*  the  City  altered  ;  and  all  upon  a  general  Accuik- 

*  tion  for  levying  a  new  War  :  But  indeed,  really, 

*  for  being  zealous  for  the  Ends  of  the  Covenant, 
'  and  for  Defence  of  the  Privileges,  yea,  the  Being 

'   ^  *  of 
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*  of  the  Parliament,  againft  the  Violence  and  In-  An.  24.  Car.  h 
'  folence  of  this  Schifmatic  Army.  ^M- 

*  The  Liberty  of  the  Parliament  was  thus  dc-    ^^^TV""*^ 
'  ftroyed  by  their  own  Servants,  contrary  to  their . 

'  many  Profeffions  ;  the  famous  City  of  London 

*  enflaved  to  Sectaries,  and  not  only  thofe  Privileges 
'  taken  from  them,  which,  by  their  Faithfulnefs  to 
'  the  Parliament,  and  with  Expence  of  fo  much 

*  Blood  and  Treafure,  they  had  merited,  but  even 
'  their  antient  Liberties  trodden  on ;  and  all  Things 
'  governed  at  Wejiminfler  and  London  according 

*  to  Orders  from  the  Court  of  War,  who  alfoi  by 

*  a  reigning  Spirit  of  levelling  Democracy,  were, 

*  or  feenied  to  be,  over-ruled  by  the  new  Supreme 

*  Council  of  Agitators,  who  had  been  Soldiers,  and 

*  now  were  turned  fupprlativc  Commanders. 

*  As  the  Labour  of  the  Independent  Junto  was 

*  to  court  the  People  and  the  Soldiery  by  Declara- 
'  tions  and  Engagements,  which  they  as  foon  fal- 

*  fified,  and  even  to  trade  with  the  Papifts,  as  was 

*  informed ;  fo  they  ftudied  to  intereft  the  King's 
'  Party,  and  cajoled  fojpe  of  them  to  propofe  what 

*  was  moft  obnoxious  to  the  Parliament,  and  ex- 

*  cepted  in  the  Propofitions  :  But- they  foon  mar- 
'  nifefted  to  the  World  what  their  Intentions  were 
'  to  the  King  j  for  after  they  had  made  ufe  of  the 

*  Detaining  hisMajefty's  Perfon  in  their  Army,  and 

*  of  pretending  for  his  Intereft  and  Party,  to  en- 

*  able  them  to  fubdue  the  Parliament  and  City ; 
'  that  Work  being  over,  they  firft  grew  feverer 
'  to  his  Party,  except  fuch  as  ihey  ftill  made  very 

*  good  ufe  of;  and  then  endeavoured,  by  ihreat- 
'  ning,  to  fright  him  away  from  Hampton-Court, 
'  The  Power  of  the  Levellers  was  much  talked  of, 

*  uittill  his  Majefty  was  furc  in  tlie  lile  of  TVight, 

*  and  then  their  Lieute/iaiit-Gciu,ral  found  a  Means 

*  to  quiet  them. 

'  In  the  Ifle  of  TVight  they  firft  made  his  Ma- 
'  jefty  Prifoner  without  any  known  Authority,  and 
'  then  got  the  Houfcs  to  own  and  order  it ;  and, 

*  by  the  Prevalence  of  the  Independent  Party,  Votes 

*  were  pafted,  making  another  Kind  of  new  High 
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*  Trcafon,   viz.  To  mah  any  JppHcatim   is  the 

*  King^  to  write  h  binty  or  to  receive  Letters  fram 
'  him :  A  Severity  greater  than  is  ufuaJ  againft 
'  Malefactors,     And  for  juft'i^ing  of  thefe  Votes, 

*  a  Declaration  was  publiflied  -witli    many    faJfe 

*  Scandals  caft  upon  his  Majefty  ;  and  it   is  even 

*  declared.  That  they  will  put  no  more  Xruft  in 
'  him ;  yea,  now  we  are  informed,  that,  by  horrid 
'  Treachery  and  Poifonj  Endeavours  are  ufed  to 

*  take  away  his  Life. 

'  And  as  that  independent  Party  hath  endeavour- 

*  ed  to  fubvert  the  begun  Reformation  of  Religion  j 

*  to  deltroy  the  King  and  Monarchy  ;  overthrow 

*  the  Parliament ;  and  perfecute  honeft  Men  ^  fo 

*  it  hath  been  their  Study,  ever  fmce  the  Removal 

*  of  the  Scots  Army,  to  break  the  happy  Union 

*  betwixt  the  Kingdoms  j  to  lay  afide  the  Cove- 

*  nant ;  difappoint  all  the  Ends  of  it  i  and  violate 

*  all  Treaties  betwixt  the  Kingdoms, 

*  We  ihall  not  need   to  repeat  the  Jealoufies 

*  they  created  and  fomented  iigainft  Scotland  and 

*  the  Scots  CommilEoners,  and  our  Army  whilft  ic 

*  was  there  ;  how  they  withheld  the  Maintenance 
'  from  them  dye  by  the  Treaty,  that  by  free 
'  Quarter  they  might  grow  hurthenfome  and  odi- 
'  ous  to  the  Country:  Nor  need  we  now  to  men- 
'  tion  any  V^joJationof  the  Large  Treaty,  conccrn- 

*  ing  the  Remainder  of  Money  due  upon  the  Bro- 
'  thcrly  Affiflancc,  nor  of  the  Money  due  by  Treaty 
'  for  our  Army  in  Ireland,  or  by  the  late  Treaty  up- 
'  on  the  March  of  our  Army :  Nor  fhall  we  now  in* 

*  lift  upon  the  Breach  of  that  Article  of  the  Large 

*  Treaty,  by  which  the  Hgufes  were  obliged  to  pur- 
'  fue,  take,  and  punifh  the  Irsjh  Rebels,  Subje<^s  of 

*  the  Crown  of  Englmidi  who  fo  long  infeftcd  us. 

*  We  have  already  declared  what  Breaches  they 

*  have  made  of  the  folemn  Engagements  for  tlie 

*  King  J  and  when  our  Commiilioners  at  London 

*  demanded  Whether  the  Votes  againft  all  Appli- 

*  cation  to  his  Majefty  did  extend  to  his  SubjeiSis 

*  of  Scotiandy  to  debar  fuch   as   are  warranted   by 

*  the  Parliament  of  this  Kingdom,  or  their  Com- 

*  miKees. 
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'  mittees,  from  free  Accefs  to,  or  Intercourfe  with,  An.  24.  Car.  I. 

*  his  Majefty  j  or  that  he  fhould  be  hindered  from,        »M* 

*  and  fo  made  incapable  of,  any  Aft  of  Govern-  ^"^^^ 

*  ment  in  relation  to  the  Affairs  of  Scotland?  No        J*"'^' 

*  Anfwer  was  then,  nor  as  yet  is,  returned  there - 

*  unto  'i  but  before  that  Time,  not  only  fuch  as  had 

*  Warrant  for  Accefs  to  him  were  debarr'd  thereof, 

*  (notwithftanding  the  Engagement  of  the  Houfe, 

*  the  27th  oi  January t  1647,  to  the  contrary)  but 
'  even  the  Earl  of  Lauderdale,   a  public  Mini- 

*  fter  of  this  Kingdom,  contrary  to  that  Engage- 

*  ment  and  to  the  Law  of  Nations,   was  violently 

*  removed  by  a  Party  of  the  Army  from  fVooburne,

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Uis  Majeily  ;  the  Independent  Party,  havUig  the 
King  within  the  Quarters  of  their  Army*  and  the 
'  City  reduccdi.  prdTcd  vehemently  the  fending  of 
'  rhc  Propiitioris  of  both  Kingdoms,  whilrt  them- 

*  fclvcs  were  faiteft  trinketing  with  their  Propofals. 

*  A  ihort  an  J  peremptory  Day  was  fet  for  the  Deli- 

*  very  of  the  Proiioiltinas,  without  the  Advice  or 

*  Coiifeiit  of  tlic  ComjTiilTioners  of  the  Kingdom  of 

*  Scotland,  iUen  zt  Lsnfisn i  and  Inflrudtions  given, 

*  that  if  the  Stots  Con^millioncrs  were  not  prefenc 
'  that  Day,  the  Propofitions  Ihould  nevcrthclefs  be 
'  delivered  without  them  :  And  as  we  have  great 

*  Rcafon  to  bcliLve  th.it  it  was  the  Study  of  the 
'  Strctaries,  and  thofe  that  were  their  Inftrmnents 
'  in  that  I'lcaty^  that  Ills  Mijjefty  fhould  not  fatisfy 
'  his  Pariiamenis  by  hb  Anfwer;  yet,  upon  that

'  Ifle  of  Wight,  which  we  here  hold  as  repeated  j         1648. 

*  but  we  cannot  conceal  how  very  unfatisfadlory    ^-^— v— — ' 
'  that  concerning  Religion  is ;  and  we  are  forry  to        J"  ^* 

*  fee  other  Intercfts  ftill  fo  carefully  provided  for, 

*  and  fo  little  Security  to  Religion  j  which  indeed 

*  was  the  main  and  principal  Caufe  of  our  Engage- 

*  ment  in  the  late  Wars.  In  thefe  Propofitions  wo 
'  ftill  find  the  Covenant  omitted,  one  End  of  it 
i  only  mentioned  by  way  of  Narrative,  and  the 

*  Propofitions  for  Uniformity  according  to  the  Co- 

*  venant,  with  all  the  other  Propofitions  of  Reli- 

*  gion,  left  to  the  future  Treaty.     And  all  that  is 

*  now  defired,  is,  that  Prefbyterial  Government  be 

*  confirmed  by  A6t  of  Parliament,  in  fuch  Manner 
'  as  both  Houfes  of  Parliament  have  agreed  in 

*  feveral  Ordinance^  of  Parliament  j   that  is  to 

*  fay,  &c. 

'  The  Commiffioners  of  the  Parliament  and  Gc- 

*  neral  Aflembly  of  this  Kingdon\  have  feveral . 
^  Times  expreffed  their  Senfe  of  thefe  Or^linances, 

*  which  we  ftiall  not  here  repeat :  But  we  doubt

Before 
they  joined  with  the  Parliament  agaijifl;  the  King,

I, 
Parliament.  "  How  like  the  Sea  the  People  of  the        »M« 
World  are,  ftill  ebbing  or  flowing,  always  in  an    *— "v-~-^

But  to  leave  this  Digreffion  ;  and  return  to  our 
Subjedt. 

Both  Houfcs,  about  this  Time,  pafTed  the  fbl- The  Parliament 
lowing  Vote,  '  That  in  regard  the  Duke  of  Bud-  °f"  an  indem- 
ingham  hath  not  formerly  borne  Arms  againft  the  Dukc*of°^ck- 
Parliament,  and  in  regard  of  his  Youth  to  which  in^am. 
his  late  Miicarriage  may  be  rather  attributed  than 
to  any  Malice  in  Oppofition  to  the  Parliament, 
and  in  regard  he  is  the  only  Son  now  left  "to  inhe- 
rit that  great  Honour ;  the  Lords  and  Commons  do 
think  fit  to  offer  this  Favour  to  him,  and  do  here- 
by declare  that,  in  cafe  the  faid  Duke  of  Bucking- 
ham  fhall  come  within  fourteen  Days  after  the 
publifhing  hereof,  and  render  himfclf  to  the  Par- 
liament, and  engage  never  to  take  up  Arms  againft 
the  Parliament  hereafter,  that  then  he  fhall  be  in- 
demnified for  his  late  Oppofition  made  in  taking 
up  Arms  againft  the  Parliament.' — However,  the 
Duke  of  Buckingham  did  not  think  proper  to  comply 
with  the  Terms  of  this  Offer,  but  made  his  Efcape 
into  Holland^  as  has  been  already  mentioned. 

A  Conference  had  been  defired  by  the  Lords 
with  the  other  Houfc,  on  the  Sth  of  this  Month, 
in  which  they  delivered  their  Rcafons  for  adhering 
to  their  own  Vote  of  the  30th  of  June  laft,  *  That 
the  Three  Propofuions  fent  into  Scotland,  to  be 
granted  by  the  King,  fliould  not  be  infifted  on  be- 
fore the  Treaty  with  his  Majefty  was  begun.'  And, 

July  21 .  The  Earl  of  Manchejier  reported  to  the 
I/ords  another  Conference,  lield  by  Dcfire  of  the 
Commons  on  this  Subjeft,  in  the  following  Man- 
ner :

CommcjTJS  having  received  a  Rcfolutioii  from  dicir 
Lordihips,  not  to  infift  upon  the  Three  Propofitions 
to  be  offered  to  the  King  before  the  Treaty  be 
begun  i  they  had,  upon  jerious  Debate^  refolved 
to  adhere  to  "their  former  Vote,  touching  the  Xbrce 
Propofitions  to  be  figncd  by  the  King  before  a 
Treaty ;  in  which  Vote  they  delire  their  Lordihifis 
Concurrence  ;  Their  Reafons  are  thefe  : 
The  Cemmoniii  I-  *  That  many  Perfons,  in  the  likelnfurrcflions 
it  a  Conftfcnce, ;i5  mKtni^  Ejfex^  and  other  Places,  with  their  Ad- 
wTv  iiic  King  berents,  who  prefs  the  Parliament  with  (o  tnuch  Vi- 
Aould  afient  to  oIcHce  fof  a  Pcrfonal  Treaty,  before  any  Founda- 
the  Three  Pro-  (ioj,  of  Security  be  firft  bid,  (upon  the  fpecious  Pre- 
tence of  Peace,  which  they  now  make  ufe  of  to 
raife  a  War)  wiJI,  upon  the  fame  Pretence,  if  fuch 
a  Treaty  fhould  be  yielded  unto,  prefs  the  ParJ la- 
ment to  yield  up  all  that  Treaty  j  to  the  end  they 
may  fet  up  abfolute  Tyranny,  that  they,  as  Inftru- 
ments,  may  have  Shares  therein,  and  repair  them- 
felves  with  the  Spoil  cf  the  Commonwealth. 

IL  '  Thcfe Three  Propofitions  are  efientially  ne- 
cefiary  to  the  prefent  Peace  and  Safety  of  the  Par- 
liament, and  thofe  that  have  engaged  with  themj 
and  in  thefe  the  Parliament  hach  gone  fo  Jotv  al* 
ready,  that  they  cannot  further  recede;  unlefs  they 
Ihould  refolve,  before-hand,  to  treat  away  all  that 
they  have  endeavoured  to  prefcrv'e  with  the  Lofs  of 
fo  much  Bloud  und  Treafure  ;  and  If  the  Houfe  of 
Commons  had  not  intended,  and  the  Lords  de- 
clared, thefe  only  as  a  necelTary  Step  and  Intro- 
duftion  to  a  Treaty,  to  be  had  for  a  more  perfedEl 
Settlement  for  the  future,  the  Houfe  of  Commons 
would  not  have  gone  fo  low  in  them  at  prefent. 

IIL  '  Treaties  are  then  ufeful,  when  one  or  both 
Parties  differing  had  not  fufficient  Time  to  confi- 
der  of  the  Matter  of  Controverfy,  or  where  the 
Matter  is  fuch  ^  that  there  refteth  a  great  Diffe- 
rence in  Judgment  about  it;  but  thefe  Three  Pro- 
pofitions have  been  often,  and  for  a  long  Time, 
confidered  by  both  the  King  and  Parliament;  and 
fo  much  thereof  as  i3  infiil^d  upo^i  to  be  granted 
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before  the  Treaty,  it  appeareth  the  King  can  give  An 
his  AiTent  unto,  by  what  he  hath  expreired  in  his 
Mefiages  to  the  Houfes;  tho',  in  further  Concef- 
fiojiSf  he  allcdgcd  that  he  is  yet  unfatisfted  in  point 
of  Honour  and  Confcience. 

IV.  *  If  by  ajiy  Diilurbance  the  Treaty  Oiould 
produce  no  Settlement,  thcle  Things  not  being 
granted,  the  following  Inconveniences  would 
enfue : 

1.  *  There  would  not  be  Power  in  the  Houfes 
to  mailer  thofe  unhappy  Tempers,  which  are  like 
to  continue  for  fome  Time  after  the  End  of  thlt 
unhappy  War. 

2.  '  Thofe  Miniilera  that  have  been  placed  by 
the  Parliament  will  be  thrown  out  of  their  Livings, 
and  all  Minifters  and  others,  who  cannot  comply 
with  that  Ecclefiaftical  Jurifdidtion,  and  fubmit  to 
thofe  Ceremonies,  which  will  revive,  are  in  Danger 
to  undergo  a  more  rigid  f  rofecUtion  than  ever  be- 
fore. 

3.  *  There  will  be  no  Provifion  made  for  the  In- 
demnity of  thofe  who  have  adhered  to  the  Parlia- 
ment; and  the  Brands  of  Rebellion  and  Treafon 
will  remain  to  Pofterity  on  both  Houfes  of  Parlia- 
ment, which  never  had  fuch  Cenfures  by  any  of  his 
Majefty's  Predcceffors,  in  the  greateft  Height  of 
their  DiiFerences* 

*  Upon  thcfe  Reafong  they  hop'd  their  Lord^ips 
Judgments  would  be  fofatisficd  as  to  join  with  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  in  their  Vote;  and  that  when 
the  faid  Propofitions  {hall  be  fent  to  the  King,  in 
purfuance  theieof,  they  have  made  fome  other 
Votes  wherein  their  Lordfbips  Concurrence  is  de- 
fired. 

The  faid  Votes  were  read  as  follow  ; 

I.  *  That  this  Houfe  is  refolved  that,  the  Three 
Propofitions  being  granted  in  Manner  as  is  pro- 
pofedf  then  both  Houfes  of  Parliament  will  treat 
with  his  Majcfly  Jn  Perfon,  by  a  Committee  ap^ 
pointed  by  both  Houfes  j  for  the  future  Settlement 
of  the  Government  of  the  Church,  the  Settlement

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An.  14.  Cif.  I.dered  to  his  Majefty  at  Hamptan-Court  i  and  fuch 
other  Propofttbns  as  Ihall  be  propounded,  either  by 
bis  Majeity  or  the  Houfes,  for  the  fettling  of  a  fafe 
and  well 'grounded  Peace. 

2.  '  That  after  the  Three  Propofitions  arc  af- 
fented  to,  and  figned  as  ts  defired,  the  King  be  de- 
fired  to  nomiiute  three  Places  within  twenty  Mites 
of  Weflminjltr^  tM'o  of  which  to  be  at  Jeaft  ten 
Miles  dillant  from  fP'^Jlminjler^  where  the  Treaty 
ftiall  be,  and  then  both  Houi'es  of  Pari  ram  en  t  fliall 
have  Ltbeity  to  chufe  one  of  them  as  they  ihall 
think  fit. 

3.  *  That  a  Committee  of  both  Hoiifcs  be  ap- 
pointed to  be  fent  to  the  King  with  the  Three  Pro- 
pofitions ;  and  that  a  Vote  touching  the  Place  of 
the  Treaty  be  delivered  to  the  Lords  at  a  Confe- 
rence. 

Which  not  fatif-  This  Report  being  ended,  the  Lords  fell  into 
fying  the  Houfc  Confidcration  of  the  Reafons  now  offered  at  this 
«    ords.  Conference,  by  the  Commons,  in  Support  of  their 

former  Vote  for  the  Three  Propofitions  to  be  ten- 
dered to  the  King  before  a  Treaty  ;  and,  after 
fome  Debate,  the  Quefiion  was  put.  Whether  this 
Houft;  do  adhere  to  their  own  Vote  of  the  30th  of 
yum  laft,  '  Not  to  inilft  upon  the  Three  Propoft- 
tions  before  the  Treaty  be  begun,*  notwithftanding 
the  Reafons  offered  this  Day  by  the  Huufe  of  Com- 
mons at  a  Conference  f  It  was  refolvec!  in  the  Af- 
firmative, And  a  Committee  was  appointed  to 
draw  up  Reafons  to  be  offered  at  a  Conference 
with  the  HoL(fe  of  Commons,  in  Anfwer  to  thofe, 
delivcreJ  at  the  lail  free  Conference,  for  adhering

In  Concluftoii,  for  Safety  in  a  Peace, 
provided  that  the  Crrcuniftance  of  a  Treaty  be  fe- 
cure;  they  cannot  be  conceived  fo  neceflary  to  go 
before  a  Peace  and  a  Treaty,  more  th;m  hitherto 
they  have  been  to  our  Subfiriancc  during  the  War. 

The  Anfwer  to  the  Third  Reafon : 

*  Tho'  the  Three  Propolltions  are  new  to  nei" 
iher  Party,  and  that  the  King  hath  exprefletl 
fome  Inclination  to  give  Satisfaction  to  them,  yet 
he  hath  ever  affirmed  that  he  would  be  con- 
cluded by  nothing  till  the  End  of  the  Treaty;

We  fliall  conclude  our  Account  of  the  Procced- 
int^s  of  this  Month  with  a  Speech  made  by  Sixryokn 
Maynard^  (one  of  the  Eleven  Members  accufed 
by  the  Army,  and  lateJy  reftoied  to  his  Seat  in  the 
HoufeJ  on  behalf  of  the  famous  Colonel  yohn  Lil- 
burm^  of  whom  frequent  Notice  has  been  taken 
lit  this  Parliament.  The  laft  Mention  we  made  of 
him  was  in  'Juiy  1646  \  when  he  was  fentenccd 
by  the  Houfe  of  Lords  to  pay  a  Fine  of  4000/. 
and  to  be  committed  to  the  Tower  for  {tvtn  Years, 
where  he  had  continued  Prifoner  ever  fince,  altho* 
many  Attempts  had  been  made  in  Padiamcnt  for 
tis  Releafe.

*  Mr.  Speaker:  You  hr^e  formerly  heard  the  Re- 
port at  large  made  by  Mr.  Msynard\  and  there- 
upon you  gave  him  his  Liberty  to  follow  his  Af- 
fairs, though  you  did  not  abfolutely  determine  the 
i3ufmefs ;  But  fuch  is  his  Misfortune^  that  he  is  fmce

The  E air  of  Mamhefler^  being  Speaker  of  the 
Houfe  of  Peers  pro  Temporty  alked  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Liibume^  Whether  he  did  not  deliver  to 
Judge  Reeves  fuch  a  fcandalous Paper  ?  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Lilburne  anfwered,  That  his  Lord  (hip  was 
Judge  and  Party  in  his  own  Caufe  i  that  he  was  in 
Mngiand  and  not  in  Spain  ;  and  the  Quaere  put  un- 
to him  was  like  the  Oath  ix  Offich^  which  Proceed- 
ings they  themfelves  had  condemned  as  tyrannical 
and  unjuft,  a  little  before  in  his  own  Cafe  :  T'hat 
by  Law  no  Man  ought  to  be  afked  fuch  an  cnfnar- 
ingQucftion»  whereby  he  might  condemn  himfelf; 
that  tf  he  had  offended,  the  Law  was  open  \  and 
therefore  he  appealed  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  as 
his  competent  Judges,  being  his  Peers  and  Equals  ;

Hh  idaii^ing  this 
Hsufg\  for  he  believes  that  you  are  the  Supreme 
Authority,  and  the  Chief  Judicatory,  in  reprefcnt- 
iiig  the  People,  from  whom  all  Power  is  derived  j 
according  to  that  Maxim >  ^mqtitd  e^cit  tate^  ejl 
magU  laie:  But  1  have  fliewed  him  the  contrary, 
as  you  may  find  it  in  the  firft  of  Henry  the  IVthj 
Mem.  14.  N''  79.  where  the  Commons  made  their 
Proteftation,  'That  they  had  ns  yurijdt^fisn  but  in 
making  of  Laws,  <md  Afsney  Matters,  m  granting 
Suhfidies^  &C.''  And  truly  I  conceive  it  not  honour- 
able nor  juft,  that  we»  that  are  Lcgiilators,  fhould 
be  Adminiftrators  or  Executioners  of  Juftice  j  but 
to  leave  thefe  petty  Things  to  the  ConftableSj  ]w(- 
tices,  and  Judges,  whojn  we  may  call  to  Queftion, 
and  puiiiih  if  there  be  Occafion. 

*  Mr.  Speaker:  I  dare  not  fpeak  agatnft  youf 
Warrant  for  what  is  paft^  but  I  pray  ohferve,  it  is 
a  Prifoii  Door  with  two  Locks  and  Bolts  upon  it  j 
ib  that  it  is  impofliblc  the  Prifoner  fliould  ever  get 
out,  but  die  in  pFifon. 

*  Lieutenant-Colonel  LiUmrne  is  committed  In

*  Shortly  after  he  was  queftioned  for  his  Life 
at  the  Lords  Bar,  for  aflerting  the  Privileges  of 
Parliaments,  and  was  accufed,  by  a  fingle  Wit- 
nefs,  of  Treafon ;  but  he  was  cleared  by  other 
Witneffes,  and  difcharged  by  the  Lords.  When 
the  Parliament  was  about  to  be  forced,  he  fought 
with  the  Cavaliers,  and  brought  many  Friends  to 
aflift  in  the  Court  of  Requefts.  He  was  one  of 
the  firft  that  took  up  Arms,  and  behaved  himfelf 
bravely  at  Keinton,  where  he  kept  the  Field  all 
Night.  Afterwardsy  he  fought  ftoutly  at  Brent- 
ford, but  was  taken  Prifoner  j  ufed  cruelly,  got  a 
peftilential  Fever  in  the  Caftle  of  Oxford,  and  was 
arr^gned  for  his  Life  before  Sir  Robert  Heath  and 
Sir  Thomas  Gardiner:  Ther6  he  aflerted  the  Parlia- 
ment's Caufe,  having  the  Obfervator  without  Book  ; 
and  fpfake  more  for  us  than  many  of  us  are  able  to 
fpeak  for  ourfelves.  He  relieved  with  Money,  and 
held  up  the  Spirits  of  his  Fellow- Prifoners.  He 
refifted  ftrong  Temptations  from  feveral  Lords, 
who  offered  him  great  Preferment.  He  was  an 
eminent  Adlor  in  that  famous  Battle  in  Marjion- 
Moor ;  took  in  Tickhill  Caftle  with  only  four 
Troops  of  Dragoons  ;  and,  for  his  Pains,  had  lik« 

to  have  been  hanged. You  muft  pardon  me

'  The  Perfon  of  the  King  being  now  in  the         "***" 

*  Power  of  the.  Army,  theBufmefs  of  Lieutenant- 
'  General  Cromwell  "wzs  to  court  his  Majefty,  both 

*  by  Members  of  the  Army,  and  feveral  Gentle- 

*  men  formerljr  in  the  King's  Service,  into  a  good 

*  Opinion  ana  Belief  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 

*  Army^  as  alfo  into  a  Diflatisfaftion  and  Diflike 

*  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Parliament;  pretending 

*  to  fliew  that  his  Majefty 's  Intereft  would  far  better 

*  fu.it  with  fhe  Principles  of  Independency  than  of 

*  Prefbytery:  And  when  the  King  did  alledge,  as

*  the  Army  ;  faying,  He  had  not  Time  to  write 
'  any  Thing  under  his  Hand,  but  would  fend  it  to 

*  the  General  after  me  ;  commanding  me   to  tell 

*  Commifiary-Gencral  IrcWi,  with  whom  he  had 

*  formerly  treated  upon  the  PropofalSj   That  he 

*  would  wholly  throw  himfelf  upon  us,  and  truft 

*  us  for  a  Settlement  of  the  Kingdom  as  we  had 

*  promifed  ;  faylngj  If  v/e  proved  honeft  Men,  we 

*  fliould,  without  Queflion,  make  the  Kingdom

*  Meflagc  from  his  Majefty  1  iTelivered  to  Com-

*  Hafte  in  the  Bufinefs,  was  becaufe  that  Party

'  Speaker,  did  much  obflru^  the  Bufinefs,  fo  that 

*  tlicy  could  not  carry  it  on  at  prefent :  The  Lieu-

'  Hampton-Court^  Commiffary-General  Ireton  bad 

*  me  tell  the  King,  That  fuch  a  Thing  was  to

*  bad  me  tell  the  King,  He  might  reft  confident 
'  and  ailiircd  of  it :  And   many  Times  the   fame 

*  iVlcflage  liath  been  fent  to  the  King  from  them 

*  both  ;  but  with  this  Addition  from  CommiiTary- 

*  General  Ireien^  that  they  would  purge  and  purge^

*  That  about  fix  Days  after,  when  it  was  fully 

*  known  by  the  Parliament  and  Army  that  theKin^ 

*  was  in  the  Ifle  of  fP^^ht,  Commiflary-General        ♦ 

*  Ireton  ftanding  by  the  Fire-fide  in  his  Quarters 

*  at  Kington,  and  fome  fpcaking  of  an  Agreement 

*  likely  to  be  made  between  the  King  and  Parlia- 

*  ment,  now  the  Perfon  of  the  King  was  out  of  the

And  it  now  appears, 
that  thefe  Towns  were  but  taken  in  Truft  to  be 
delivered  to  the  Scots  Forces j    who,    however^ 
they  do  publickly  declare  for  Religion  and  the 
Covenant,  yet  the  Papifts  and  Delinquents,  not 
only  in  Berwick  and  CarliJIe,  but  in  other  Parts 
of  the  Kingdom,  (who  are  profeffed  Enemies  to 
Religion  and  the  Covenant,  and  do  kill,  plunder^    . 
and  purfue  thofe  who  have  been  faithful  in  them) 
are  fo  well  fatisiied  of  their  Ends  and  Intentions, 
that  they  join  and  hazard  their  Lives  and  For- 
tunes with  them. 

«  Whilft  thefe  afore -mentioned  Councils  and 
Compliances  were  thus  on  foot  in  Scotland,  with 
thofe  that  are  declared  Enemies  to  the  Peace  of 
this  Kingdom  and  to  the  Grounds  of  the  Union 
of  both  Kingdoms,  the  Parliament  of  Scotland 
did  fend  us  a  Paper  of  Defires,  dated  the  26th  of 
Jpril  laft,  which  in  the  Letter  wherein  they  were 
inclofed  are  called  Demands  (which  implies  a 
Right  that  upon  Examination  will  not  be  found) ; 
yet  the  Houfes  were  fo  defirous  to  give  the  Par- 
liament of  Scotland  all  poiHble  Satisfadlion,  that 
they  did  not  take  Exception  thereunto,  nor  to 
the  Perfon  by  whom  they  were  fent,  who  was 
accufed  before  them  for  endeavouring  the  Revolt 
of  the  Forces  under  the  Lord  Inchequtn  in  Ireland^

the  Houfe  may  manifeft  their  earneft  Delircs  ta 
entertain  any  further  Aleans  for  their  more  fpeedv 
and  certain  cffe^ing  of  this  Work,  of  fo  necel

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&jid  this  Anfwer  mentioned  only  fome  of  them,  ^n.  14.  Car.  I. 
and  thofe  of  the  leail  Moment-  It  gave  no  An- 
i'wer  to  their  Defires  for  the  difbanding  of  all  Ar- 
mies to  eaie  the  Narian  of  their  Burdens  ^  the  re- 
ftoring  the  People's  Laws  and  Liberties  ;  the  in- 
joining  all  Members  to  attend  the  Houfe  ;  nor  the 
cfFe<5tual  Obfervation  of  the  Self-denying  Ordi* 
nance,' 

Mr.  Hungirrfsrd  objefted   to  a  Paffage  in  this 
Anfwer,  wherein  the  Houfe  of  Commons  had  de- 
clared the  SciXf  Army  Enemies  to  this  Kingdom, 
and  to  be  proceeded  againft  as  Traitors  and  Re- 
bels j  and  that  they  were  refolved  to  adhere  to  this 
Reiblution ;  urging,  *  That  as  the  Lords  had  denied 
their  Concurrence  in  that  Vote,  he  conceived  the 
Commons  could  make  no  fuch  Declaration,  nor 
a£l  therein  without  them.*     In  anfwer  to  this  Mr. 
Reymlds  pofitlvely   affirmed^    *  That  the  Houf^ 
of  Commons,  being  the  Rcprefcntative  of  all  tlic 
People,  had  Power  to  aft  without  the  Lords,  for 
the  Safety  of  the  People,  in  cafe  the  Lords  defert- 
cd  their  Truft.'     And  Mr.  IVaatjer  faid,  *  The 
Houfe  need  not  be  fo  precifc  In  giving  an  Anfwer 
to  the  City,  becaufc  the  Citizens  did  now  adhere 
to  the  Lords,  and  negledl  the  Houfe  of  Commons  j 
for  when  it  was  defiired  lately,  at  a  Common  Coun- 
cil, that  the  Originals  of    the   Prince's   Letter 
might  be  f«;nt  to  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  a  Com- 
mon-Council Man  flood  up  and  faid,  '  The  better 
Way  was  to  deliver  them  to  the  Lords,  becaufc 
they  were  of  greater  Honour  and  Power  than  the 
Commons,  being  the  higheft  Cotrt,  and  a  Court 
of  Judicature,  which  the  Commons  were  not ;

On  the  r4th  the  Earl  of  Midihfex  gave  tht 
Lords  a  more  ample  Account  of  hb  CommiifioD,  | 
in  bac  Verba  : 

ON  Mmday  the  7th  of  Augufl  we  addreSy 
ouffelves  to  the  King,  to  deliver  the  fev^ 
ral  Votes  of  bothHoufesj  and,  after  having  read 
them,  we  told  his  Majefty  we  had  but  ten  Dayu 
forgoing,  ffciying,  and  returning.  His  Majeny 
was  pJeaied  to  afk.  Whether  the  ten  Dap -wore 
not  to  be  accounted  from  the  Delivery  of  die 
MefTage?  we  anfwered,  No;  and  that  they  were 
to  be  accounted  from  Friday^  the  Day  of  our  fel' 
ling  forth.  The  King  replied,  That  he  had  not 
then  five  Days  for  to  confider  of  his  Anfwer, 
which  he  prefumed  wc  expected  in  Writing, 
adding.  That  he  had  none  to  help  him,  no  not 
fo  much  as  a  Clerk  to  tranfcribe  j  hoxjvever  k 
would  really  contribute  his  heft  Endeavours  to  2 
happy  Peace.  After  a  fliort  Paufe  the  King  fatd, 
He  would  have  fent  to  the  Parliament  ;  and  de- 
fired  ws  to  take  Notice,  that  his  long  Silence  pb- 
ceeded  not  from  a  dull  ftupid  Laainefs,orhJs  being 
infenfible  of  his  own  or  the  Kingdoni's  Condi- 
tion ;  but  from  the  Incapacity  that  was  put  upon 
him  by  reafon  of  the  former  Votes.  His  Majefty 
further  faid.  That  now  there  was  a  Way  opened 
to  a  Treaty,  which  he  ever  thought  the  oJi!y 
Means  to  a  durable  Peace,  he  would  chearftxBy 
embrace  it ;  and  that  none  fhould  more  fpeedijy 
run  to  it  than  himfelf  j  and,  for  his  Part,  as  be- 
ing more  concerned  than  any  one  in  the  King- 
dom i  nay  he  might  fpeak  without  Vanity  fhould 
he  fay  more  than  all^  and  he  hoped  It  would  not  be 
thought  an  hyperbojical  Expreflion,  being:  aflllired 
whoever  gained  he  muft  be  a  Lofer,  His  Ma- 
jefty  then  read  the  Votes  to  himfeif  i  and»  as  he 
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was  reading  tbem,  faid,  He  liked  them  well,  his  Aji,  24.  Car.  I. 
Defires  being  included  in  thefe  Votes  j  for  that 
he  defired  no  more  than  to  treat  with  Honour, 
Freedom,  and  Safety  upon  the  Propofitions,  and 
fuch  other  Things  as  either  he  or  the  HouTes 
fliould  offer.  His  Majefty  then  alked,  If  the 
Commiffioners  were  named  that  were  to  treat? 
We  anfwered.  No.  I'he  King  faid,  In  a  Treaty 
there  were  two  Things  to  be  confidered,  fome  of 
Neceffity,  fome  of  Conveniency.  After  a  little 
Paufe  his  Majelly  added.  He  would  go  to  prepare 
his  Anfwer,  that  he  might  not  delay  a  Minute  to 
promote  fo  good  a  Work  j  and  fo  difmiiTcd  us  for 
that  Time. 

'  On  Thurfday^  Aug.  ro,  We  waited  on  his  Ma- 
jcfty  to  receive  his  Anfwer;  and,  upon  our  En- 
trance into  his  Prefence,  he  fald^  He  was  forry 
he  wa9  limited  tofo  fhort  aTime,  and  had  fo  litde 
Help  for  Difpatchj  yet,  notwithftanding,  he  had 
prepared  his  Anfwer.  Immediately  before  the 
Reading  thereof,  he  ufcd  thefe  ExpreiEons,  That 
the  laft  McfTage  he  fcnt  to  the  Houfes  was  deli- 
vered to  the  Commiilioners  fealed,  and  if  it  had 
been  fo  prefented,  it  would  have  been  better  for 
him  ;  but  now  he  thought  it  fit  to  fend  this  open, 
for  he  couJd  not  be  in  a  worfe  Condition  than  he 
was,  being  under  fo  clofe  a  Reftraint,  none  be- 
ing fuffered  to  fpeak  a  Word  to  him  without  Su- 
fpicion.  His  Majefty  then  produced  his  Anfwer, 
and  read  it  aloud  in  the  Pre  fence  Chamber,  be- 
ing fiill  of  Company  ^  and,  after  it  was  read)  his 
Majefty  faid.  That  he  had  therein  endeavoured 
to  give  Satisfaftion  lo  his  Parliament,  there  be- 
ing nothing  in  it  but  what  he  conceived  was  im- 
plied in  the  Votes  of  both  Houfes.

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An.  a*,  Cw,l»Hottr,  ought  to  be  recaJled.'  To  which  it  wall 
"'  *  replied,  '1  hat  if  the  Houfe  would  recall  all  other 
Votes  made  after  one  o'Clock,  as  done  at  an  nn^ 
rcafonable  Hour,  then  Confent  Ihould  be  given  to 
the  recalling  of  this  j  for  that  the  Committee  at  Der^ 
hy-Hmje  was  voted  at  ten  o'Clock  at  Night,  and

and  when  every  Man  had  Liberty  to  fpeak  what 
he  would  againft  it.'  At  length  the  Motion  for  re- 
calling the  Voteof  Tac/^ffy  was  over-ruled,  and  an 
Order  made  for  Mr.  filieiler'B  carrying  it  up  to 
the  Lojds  j  which  was  done  immediately,  and  they 
gave  their  Concurrence  to  it. 

The  fame  Day,  Sept.  28,  fome  Difpatchcs  from 

Lieutenant-General  Cromwell  weie  prefented  to 
the  Lords  from  the  Committee  at  Dphy^hortfey  to- 
gether with  Extracts  of  two  Letters  from  that  Com- 
mittee to  him.  Thefe  their  Lordfhips  fent  down  to 
the  Commons,  with  fome  Votc^  thereupon,  for  the 
latter's  Concurrence.
